HEARING ON PROPOSED AMEND- 
MENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 


January 4, 1937, at 7:30 o’clock being 
the time set as the time for holding a 
hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which was passed by the 
City Council on June 138, 1927, said pro- 
posed amendment being as follows:

The Committee on SEWERS to whom 
was referred the proposal of the Ameri- 
can Ozone Company reports as follows: 


We have carefully. considered the pro- 
posal made by the Ozone Company. We 
find first that the estimated cost of con- 
struction by the city’s consulting engi- 
neers to be $900,000. This amount. in- 
cludes the cost of a pumping plant and a 
force main from the pumping plant to the 
site of the disposal works. The Ozone 
Company submitted a proposal with esti- 
mated cost shown at $837,794. The bid of 
the Ozone Company does not include the 
pumping plant, cost of which is $60,000, 
or the force main, costing $41,000, nor does 
it take into consideration Garbage Dis- 
posal. When these items are taken into 
account it will be observed that the origi- 
nal cost will be much higher than that 
proposed by the city’s consulting engi- 
neers. The operating cost as estimated by 
the Ozone Company is higher than that of 
activated sludge treatment. Moreover, 
there is no sewage disposal works any- 
where being operated by the Ozone process. 
At best a plant of this type would be more 
or less experimental. 


The city secured an outright grant of 
$405,000 from the Federal Government and 
this grant was predicated upon plans au- 
thorized by the council in 1985. The grant 
is conditioned upon the city’s starting work 
on January 11, 1987. On April, 1936, the 
council entered into a contract with Shoe- 
craft, Drury & McNamee to prepare plans 
and specifications for a plant, the plans 
now being practically complete and two 
contracts have already been let. We are 
therefore recommending to the council that 
the city proceed in accordance with the 
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recommendations of their consulting engi- 
neers.

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ORDINANCES 


Alderman Busch introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 
27.07 and Section 27.20 of the Ordinance 
entitled “An Ordinance regulating all 
matters concerning or pertaining to the 
Construction, Alteration, Repairs or addi- 
tions to, Remodeling, Use Maintenance or 
Occupancy of Buildings or their Parts or 
Contents and Structures of Every Nature 
including Storage and use of Inflammable 
Liquids and other readily Combustible or 
Explosive Substances in the City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan; Providing for Condemna- 
tion and Stoppage of the use thereof, and 
Wrecking of the same. Creating the 
Offices of Building Commissioner, Assist- 
ant Building Commissioner, and City 
Electrician, and Providing for the Office 
of the Building Department. Repealing 
all eter. Ordinances conflicting there- 
with.” ; 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 27.07 and _ Section 
27.20 of the Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordi- 
nance regulating all matters concerning 
or pertaining to the Construction, Altera- 
tion, Repairs or additions to, Remodeling, 
Use Maintenance or Occupancy of Build- 
ings or their Parts or Contents § and 
Structures of Every Nature including the 
Storage and use of Inflammable Liquids 
and other readily combustible or Explo- 
sive Substances in the City of Lansing, 
Michigan; Providing for Condemnation 
and Stoppage of the use thereof, and 
Wrecking of the same. Creating the 
Offices of Building Commissioner, Assist- 
ant Building Commissioner, and City Elec- 
trician, and Providing for the Office of 
the Building Department. Repealing all 
former Ordinances conflicting therewith,” 
are hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 27.07. BOND: Every person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of erecting or maintaining signs, 
signboards, billboards, roof-signs or ban- 
ner signs within the City of Lansing shall 
annually file with the City Clerk a good 
and sufficient bond, running to the City 
of Lansing, in the penal sum of five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000), and every other 
person, firm or corporation owning or 
maintaining any sign, signboard, billboard, 
roof-sign or banner sign, shall annually 
file with the City Clerk a good and suffi- 
cient bond for each such sign, sign-board, 
billboard, roof-sign or banner sign, run- 
ning to the City of Lansing, in the penal 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000), to 
indemnify, save and kee» harmless the City 
of Lansing from any and all costs, dam- 
ages or expense of any kind whatsoever, 
which may be suffered by the City of Lan- 
sing or to which it may be put or which 
may accrue against said city by reason of 
the granting of permission to erect or 
alter or maintain said signs, sign-boards, 
billboards, roof-signs or banner signs, or 
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from or by reason of any act or things 
done under or by authority of permission 
granted by the city to erect or maintain 
signs, sign-boards, billboards, roof-signs or 
banner signs in the City of Lansing, as 
well as to indemnify any or all persons 
who may suffer injury or damages by rea- 
son of the erection, construction or main- 
tenance of such signs, sign-boards, bill- 
boards, roof-signs or banner signs. 


Section 27.20. SIGNS ADJOINING 
PRIVATE RESIDENCES: The Building 
‘Department shall not issue any permit for 
the erection of any sign, sign-board, bill- 
board, roof-sign or banner sign on any 
vacant lot in the City of Lansing when 
such vacant lot adjoints property used 
exclusively as a private residence unless 
the applicant first obtains the written 
consent of the owner or owners of said 
private residence for the erection of the 
proposed sign, sign-board, billboard, roof- 
sign or banner sign. 


The Building Department shall not issue 
any permit for the erection of any elec- 
tric sign or signs on any building in the 
City of Lansing when such building ad- 
joins a building used exclusively as a 
private residence, unless the applicant first 
obtains the written consent of the owner 
or owners of said private residence for the 
erection of the proposed electric sign.

Gentlemen: 


’The council’s intentions announced in 
Tuesday’s State Journal of giving consid- 
eration to change in plans for sewage dis- 
posal at this late date has been brought 
to the attention of the available members 
of this Commission, Messrs. VanWagoner, 
Slemons and Hoffmaster. If familiar with 
the history of the delays attending Lan- 
sing’s meeting of its sewage disposal obli- 
gations, there is reason to believe the two 
new members, Attorney General Starr and 
Commissioner of Agriculture Lincoln, 
would feel the same concern over the pres- 
ent status of the local problem, that is 
“oe by the hold-over members and my- 
self. 


This letter and official notice to the city 
is a result. Strictly speaking, it is no 
concern of this commission, how Lansing’s 
problem is met. But it is very much in- 
terested as to when the problem is to be 
met, and that it shall be solved satisfac- 
torily. An order has been held in abey- 
ance several months as the result of offi- 
cial representations made to this com'mis- 
sion that a satisfactory solution of the 
problem was imminent with the aid and 
assistance of a P. W. A. grant. Since the 
announcement of this grant and the pre- 
paratory work that has taken place since 
toward the actual letting of contracts, the 
Commission has had reason to believe the 
local problem was out of the way. 


How the best interests of the people can 


be served by trading a virtual experiment 


for a known and established process on 
the price basis mentioned and at this late 
date and under the conditions surrounding 
your federal grant is beyond me as an engi- 
neer. However, it is not my duty, but 


- yours, to justify your present and future 


position in this matter before the Lansing 
public. 


Unless the position of P. W. A. has 
changed in the last six or eight weeks, 
there is no reason to believe the federal 
grant now available to the city will re- 
main so following a “switch” in type of 
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treatment. In this case it would appear 
that an additional sum of about $400,000 
must be raised locally to complete your 
project. 


The decision you are about to make is a 
momentous one. It is the hope of the 
commission that your action will be taken 
only upon the considered and unprejudiced 
advice of those best fitted to serve the 
public interest.

REPORT OF CONSULTING ENGINEERS 


Mr. Drury of Shoecraft, Drury & 
McNamee, Consulting Engineers for the 
City of Lansing, read the following re- 
port. 


November 10, 1936. 


Memorandum Relative to the Ozone 
Process of Sewage Treatment for 
the City of Lansing 


Since the American Ozone Corporation 
has become interested in the problem of 
sewage treatment and disposal and has set 
up a laboratory experimental unit and 
operated it for several weeks in the city 
of Lansing, we have studied this process 
and its possible relationship to the city’s 
problem and are able to draw certain con- 
clusions from these _ studies. We first 
heard of this process from representatives 
of the American Ozone Corporation dur- 
ing the late summer of 1936. After sev- 
eral discussions with representatives of the 
company, the company set up a small ex- 
perimental plant built into an automobile 
trailer truck and starting early in Septem- 
ber, 19386, this experimental unit was op- 
erated over a period of more than a month. 


The amount of sewage treated in this 
experimental unit is said to be about 120 
to 150 gallons per hour, or in the neigh- 
borhood of 3,000 gallons per day. Sewage 
is lifted from the main intercepting sewer 
by means of a small centrifugal pump and 
discharged through a %-inch hose line to 
the experimental unit. It is stated that 
the pump is protected by a screen having 
3/16-inch diameter openings, thereby ex- 
eluding solid materials of larger size. The 
rate of treatment with this experimental 
unit is fairly uniform throughout the day. 


Samples of the sewage undergoing treat- 
ment and of the treated sewage have been 
taken from time to time and analyses have 
been made by Professor Frank R. Theroux 


of Michigan State College. The result of> 


these analyses have been tabulated and 
are available. A study of these analyses 
indicates that the raw sewage being treat- 
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ed has a somewhat smaller B.O.D. value 
than is indicated by the analyses of com- 
posite samples taken by the city in 1935. 
For example the average of eight analyses 
taken from the ozone treatment unit shows 
a 5-day B.O.D. of 188 parts per million. 


The average of the four 24-hour com- 
posite sewage samples taken in 1935 igs 245 
parts per million. On the basis of a con- 
nected population of 75,000, 245 parts per 
million of 5-day B.O.D. represents about 
.19 pounds per capita per day. This figure 
compares with an average for the entire 
year 1935, of Flint sewage of .20 pounds 
per capita per day and an average for 
nine months for 1986 of .21 pounds per 
capita per day. The figure of 188 parts per 
million represents only .14 pounds _ per 
capita per day. It appears therefore that 
the ozone experimental unit must exclude 
enough solid material by means of the 
screen around the pump to _ reduce _ the 
B.O.D. of the sewage being treated. While 
the final treated effluent, as indicated by 
the average of eight tests, shows a 5-day 
B.O.D. of 28 parts per million, it should 
be noted that an average of three tests 
made on September 15, September 21 and 
September 28, when the average B.O.D. 
of the raw sewage was 257 parts per mil- 
lion showed an effluent of 46 parts per 
million. The tests on these days indicate 
a sewage more nearly of the true strength 
of Lansing sewage and indicate a removal 
of B.O.D. of about 82%. 


The ozone experimental unit is a very 
small laboratory experimental plant. There 
is a serious question whether the results 
obtained by the use of a laboratory model 
such as this can be considered to be com- 
parable with a life size plant. Questions 
as to the exclusion of certain materials in 
the sewage as above outlined come to 
mind and the fact that the unit is not 
large enough and not designed to take 
the wide variation in sewage flow that a 
full size plant must take give rise to seri- 
ous doubts as to whether the results from 
the small unit can be taken and applied 
to a full size plant. However, for the 
sake of arrument and comparison, if we 
were to accept the results of the experi- 


mental unit as authentic and being repre- | 


sentative of what might be expected in a 
full size plant, certain comparisons can 
be made between this process and the acti- 
vated sludge process which the city has 
adopted and for which plans have been 
prepared. 


It is a well-known, accepted fact, proven 
by the operation of many activated sludge 
plants throughout the country that such a 
plant will produce a clear sparkling efflu- 
ent and will remove organic material as 
represented by B.O.D. to the extent of bet- 
ter than 90%. Analyses above quoted in- 
dicate that the ozone treatment will re- 
move organic material to the extent of 
only some 82%. An inspection of the 
effluent from the ozone treatment unit in- 
dicated an effluent fairly clear but not of 
the sparkling character produced by the 
activated sludge type of treatment. The 
effluent was, however, of a character such 
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that goldfish (a species of carp) seemed to 
survive and thrive therein. Just what 
effect this effluent would have on trout, 
bass or other game fish is a question. 


The representatives of the American 
Ozone Corporation have made certain 
recommendations as to size of plant, de- 
tention periods, amount of ozone and the 
like, which should be employed in the de- 
sign of a plant using the ozone treatment 
process. According to these officials, ozone 
should be applied in a tank having a de- 
tention period of some ten minutes fol- 
lowed by a flocculation tank with a deten- 
tion period of fifteen minutes. Following 
this the sewage should be settled for a 
period of 1144 hours and then passed 
through a magnetite filter as a final puri- 
fication process. This process, as compared 
with the activated sludge process, can only 
replace the aeration and settling process 
and does not in any way affect the han- 
dling of grit, the digestion and disposal of 
sludge, and the disposal of garbage. Like- 
wise, the office and laboratory building 
must be provided the same as in the acti- 
vated sludge type of plant. The American 
Ozone Corporation officials recommend for 
this process that the sludge be burned in an 
incinerator directly from the settling tanks 
without passing it through any sludge 
digestion tanks. The method of handling 
garbage is not considered in the ozone 
treatment set-up. 


On the basis of a plant.designed along 
lines recommended by the American Ozone 
Corporation we have prepared a_ rough 
estimate of the first cost and the operating 
costs of a plant using the ozone process 
for comparison with the cost of the acti- 
vated sludge type of plant. which the city 
has in mind. The following brief summary 
gives the comparative figures on cost as 
cdmyered to the activated sludge type of 
plant.

Another method of adapting the ozone 
process might be to use sludge digestion 
tanks in the same way as is contemplated 
with the activated sludge type of treat- 
ment. There is some question as to 
whether sludge produced by the ozone 
process with its strong sterilizing action 
can be handled in a sludge digestion tank 
in the game manner as ordinary primary 
and activated sludge can be handled. As- 
suming however, that it can be so handled, 
the following estimates indicate the com- 
parative first costs and operating costs of 
such a plant as compared with an activated 
sludge type of plant.

From these analyses it would appear that 
the adoption of the ozone process would 
ultimately cost the city much more than 
will the use of the activated sludge pro- 
cess. It should be repeated that the above 
assumptions are all based on the theory 
that the ozone process will work and 
purify the sewage in a full size plant in 
about the same manner as is indicated in 
the small laboratory unit.. This assump- 
tion is open to serious criticism. The city 
should hesitate to be the first to utilize this 
process on a plant scale even though the 
economics of the .process seem to justify 
its adoption. Furthermore, it should be 
remembered that the ozone process will not 
produce as good results in the purification 
of sewage as the well-known and_ thor- 
oughly tried activated sludge process will 
do. The conclusion therefore is obvious 
that the ozone process will not produce as 
good results, is new and untried on any 
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plant scale and will cost the city con- 
siderably more than the recommended acti- 
vated sludge process. There should be no 
reason therefore to consider further the 
ozone treatment process.

Before yesterday’s meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the American Ozone Corpora- 
tion, we spent several days in estimating 
the probable cost of an ozone treatment 
plant such as they had recommended to 
us, and I was prepared to discuss our own 


estimates in the meeting yesterday if need. 


be. Since the ozone corporation officials 
had their own estimates of cost it did not 
seem necessary to bring out our own. We 
did write a letter to Mr. Jacka, dated No- 
vember 10, giving a summary of our com- 
putations. We are sending ~ou herewith 
a copy of this letter which you might like 
to read and have for your file. 


Yesterday the officials of the ozone cor- 
poration presented their case quite fully 
and since you were called out of the con- 
ference for a time, I am not sure that you 
became familiar with their estimates of 
construction cost and operating cost as 
compared to our own. For that reason I 
am summarizing herewith the figures that 
were discussed. 


Mr. Dailey of the ozone corporation, 
showed us the drawing, which was a photo- 
static enlargement of a small sketch of 
their proposed layout. They suggested 
building the plant at the Lansing Avenue 
site instead of the sewage treatment plant 
site at the corner of town. They  esti- 
mated the total construction cost of such 
a plant at $837,000 and the annual operat~ 
ing cost with complete treatment the year 
round, and with the incineration of sludge, 
at about $42,000. If partial treatment 
could be used part of the year the operat- 
ing costs might be reduced below the above 
figure. : 


In discussing this proposition I pointed 
out that the city was not interested in 
building a plant at the Lansing Avenue 
site for the reason that the site was not 
large enough, was not properly located 
and was not in a position to receive the 
sewage from the 60-inch west side sewer 
which discharges into the river at the 
City’s sewage treatment plant site. With 
the ozone plant built on the city’s sewage 
treatment plant site and assuming’ the 
cost there to be the same as it would be 
on the Lansing Avenue site and including 
the necessary works for handling garbage 
which was not included by the ozone peo- 
ple, I pointed out that the total cost of 
the project would be about as follows:

The city’s budget for the complete job 
using the activated sludge treatment totals 
only $900,000 and the annual operating cost 
(estimated in our report of August, 1935) 
is $86,802. 


In other words, what the ozone corpora- 
tion was offering would cost $87,000 more 
in first cost and some $5,000 or $6,000 
more in operating cost each year. Since 
both the first cost and operating costs are 
higher and since the process must be con- 
sidered as highly experimental and we are 
not at all convinced by the small labora- 
tory unit that they have built and operated 
-that such a plant would work on a large 
scale, we see no reason for giving this 
process any further consideration.

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MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 
Gentlemen of the Council: 


The degree of sucess attained by city 
government must be judged by final re- 
sults. Looking back over the city’s record 
it is gratifying to note that the city made 
much progress during the year just closed. 
This has been true of all departments. 


The engineering department completed 
a large trunk line sewer in the northeast 
section of the city, thereby furnishing 
drainage facilities to an area of the city 
not heretofore served. This project re- 
ceived financial assistance to the extent of 
$160,000 from’ the PWA. In addition a 
large number of small sewers were built 
with the aid of WPA. All sewers are be- 
ing built in accordance with a comprehen- 
sive plan which, when completed,. will give 
adequate drainage to every section of the 
city. The policy of sewer construction 
should be continued. 


During the three years just passed this 
city has made rapid progress toward mak- 
ing Lansing a dustless community. To ac- 
complish this end the city developed an oil 
and sand aggregate commonly called 
“black top.”’ It is really a low cost type 
of pavement. Time has now proven this 
type of payment to be both serviceable and 
economical. To date forty-four miles of it 
have been built. I recommend that the 
city continue its policy of improving its 
streets by this method. 


In the season just closed this city en- 
joyed its all time peak in park and recre- 


ation activities. The Park Board, operat- ~ 


ing on a very modest budget, made great 
progress. It was materially assisted by 
WPA. 

Juvenile delinquency is very low in 
Lansing. I am certain that much of the 
credit for this condition is due to the 
supervised playgrounds provided by the 
city. During the year the city purchased 
two additional play-fields—one at Elm 
Street and the other on Turner Street. The 
Elm Street field is fully developed—the one 
on Turner Street will be improved with 
the aid of WPA. 


New fields are needed in the southwest- 
ern and middle western sections. I am 
firmly convinced that the money spent in 
play-fields is more than saved by lowered 
cost of delinquency and police service, and 
that the moral and physical benefits gained 
are all profit to the city. 


Lansing has two major traffic problems 
—one is that of congestion and the other 
is that of insufficient parking space in the 
downtown area. These basic problems can- 
not be solved by simply adding more 
policemen or by minor changes in the 
traffic ordinance. The problem is much 
more fundamental than this. The city 
must provide more outlets to the outlying 
districts. It must soon provide proper 
space for parking cars near the business 
district. It must separate the grades at 
all railroads to facilitate the movement of 


| 
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traffic. The physical changes. necessary 
should be thoroughly studied by the Plan- 
ning Commission. Some minor improve- 
ments in traffic conditions may be made 
by changes in the ordinance but a decided 
improvement would result from a _ con- 
certed effort on the part of motorists to 
make our streets safe by driving carefully 
and observing the traffic regulations. 


The police and fire departments of our 
city have made enviable records. In fact, 
these two service departments have oper- 
ated so efficiently that they have attracted 
national attention. Improvements in these 
two departments must be constantly made 
to keep pace with the growth of the city. 


The Department of Health, although it 
is operated on a budget below most cities 
of like size, has used its funds effectively. 
Lansing has remained free from contagious 
disease out-breaks. Sanitation is good in 
Lansing. Food protection has been im- 
proved during the year. Since the health 
of the citizens is a matter of first impor- 
tance to a city, this department must be 
maintained on an effective basis. 


Looking to the future there are many 
improvements that are desirable for the 
city. Among the most important of these 
are sewage and garbage disposal, grade 
separation, widening of streets, more 
bridges across the river, more playgrounds 
and a municipal auditorium. These im- 
provements should be made in the order 
of their importance. It seems clear that 
the important duty of the city is to pro- 
vide a sewage and garbage disposal plant, 
the plans for which have already been 
made. This project will be financed with- 
out resorting to a bond issue. An outright 
grant of $405,000 is being made by WPA, 
the balance of $495,000 will be provided 
from city funds. There are several ad- 
vantages in building this plant without 
a bond issue—not the least of which is that 
it demonstrates the city’s ability to build 
sizable projects without borrowing. 


While many improvements were being 
made, the city continued its policy of re- 
ducing its bonded debt. A year ago its 
outstanding bonds were as follows:

Making a total reduction of $ 387,000 


Of the outstanding bonds it should be 
noted that $560,500 are owned by the city 
itself. While this reduction was being 
made and these permanent improvements 
were completed, the ordinary functions of 
government were carried on in an efficient 
manner. 
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The debt service of 19386 amounted to 
$2.76 per thousand, or a total of $300,000 
for the city. Approximately this sum is 
required each year for bond retirement. 
This means that one dollar out of every 
five dollars paid in city taxes is required 
for bond service. This huge amount if 
saved, would go far toward giving Lansing 
its desired improvements. If the demands 
for improvements can be kept within rea- 
sonable bounds, the city’s debt and tax 
problems will soon be solved. It is the 
policy of this administration to continue 
to reduce the city’s debt until the item of 
“debt service” is entirely eliminated from 
all tax statements. A modest program of 
improvements can be carried out without 
interfering with this policy. 


Depressions have come from time _ to 
time and, no doubt, will come again. Cities 
with no debts are in the best position to 
perform their accepted functions when 
panics do overtake them. The time to pre- 
pare for depressions is when prosperity is 
with us. 


I urge the council to strive always to 
give unselfish service to the city. By giv- 
ing careful attention to city problems, 
the council can do its full share to keep 
Lansing in the front rank of American 
cities.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3.04 of the Ordi- 
nance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance regulating 
all matters concerning or pertaining to the 
construction, alteration, repairs or addi- 
tions to, remodeling, use maintenance or 
occupancy of buildings or their parts or 
contents and structures of every nature 
including the storage and use of inflam- 
mable liquids and other readily combustible 
or explosive substances in the City of 
Lansing, Michigan; providing for con- 
demnation and stoppage of the use there- 
of, and wrecking of the same. Creating 
the offices of building commissioner, assist- 
ant building commissioner, and city elec- 
trician, and providing for the office of the 
building department. Repealing all former 
ordinances conflicting therewith,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section3.04. TYPES OF BUILDINGS IN 
DISTRICT 2. All new buildings and all 
additions to existing buildings in District 
2 shall have all exterior walls of masonry 
or concrete not less than 8 inches thick 
and shall have roofs of incombustible con- 
struction as given in Section 26.09, except 
as stated in Section 3.05, provided that the 
limitations of this section and of Section 
3.05 shall not apply to one story struc- 
tures used for office purposes and having 
not over 200 square feet floor area when 
located at least 25 feet from any property 
line or building. 


Existing frame buildings in District 2 
may be maintained and may be repaired 
and rebuilt in frame construction when 
damaged by fire or other causes to 50% or 
less of their value, but such _ buildings 
when damaged by fire or other causes to 
a greater extent than 50% of their value 
shall not be rebuilt except as required for 
new buildings. 


No frame building in District 2 shall be 
altered so as to increase its height or 
area and no roof shall be altered so as to 
increase the volume of the building, and 
no existing shingle roof shall be replaced 
to more than 10% of its area except with 
incombustible roefings as required in Sec- 
tion 26.09.

WASHINGTON AVENUE, south. 


Every driver of a motor vehicle or other 
conveyance traveling on any _ street 
intersecting any stop street above 
designated shall stop sach vehicle 
or other conveyance at _ the  »place 
where such street meets the prolongation 
of the nearest property line of such stop 
street subject, however, to the direction of 
any traffic control sign or signal or any 
police officer at such intersection. 
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The traffic commission is hereby author- 
ized and required to place and maintain

LINVAL STREET, at the intersection 
of Isbell Street. 


NORTH STREET, at the intersection of 
Turner Street.

SMITH AVENUE, at the intersection of 
Coleman Street. 


(c) The driver of any vehicle who has 
stopped as required by law in obedience to 
a stop sign at an intersection shall yield 
to other vehicles within the intersection or 


approaching so closely on the interseecting | 


street as to constitute an immediate 
hazard, but said driver having so yielded 
may proceed, and other vehicles approach- 
ing the intersection on the _ intersecting 
street shall yield to the vehicle so proceed- 
ing into or crossing the intersecting street.

Section 24 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit 
the height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and limit 
the percentage of lot occupancy, and _ to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the city into’ districts and prescribe 
penalties for the violation of its provisions” 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 24. Changes and Amendments. 


The City Council may of its own motion 
or upon petition signed by the owners of 
a majoritv of the property according to 
frontage in any district or portion thereof 
prepare a resolution supplementing or 
changing the district boundaries or the 
height and area regulations herein estab- 
lished. The City Council shall cause to be 
prepared a notice indicating the proposed 
change in such district boundary lines and 
such height and area regulations describ- 
ing the property to be affected which notice 
shall set a date for a public hearing for 
consideration of such proposed resolution 
for such change. The City Clerk shall 
notify the Building Inspector who shall 
place upon the premises, in a prominent 
position, a printed sign bearing the words 
“Rezoning Pending” in large letters, which 
said sign shall be maintained for at least 
one week immediately preceding the public 
hearing. After due publication, posting 
and public hearing of such proposed reso- 
lution as required by law the City Council 
may cause such resolution to be intro- 
duced in the City Council of the City of 
Lansing. Whenever a_ written protest 
against such proposed resolution signed by 
the owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage proposed to be altered or by the 
owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage immediately adjoining or across 
the alley therefrom or by the owners of 
twenty (20) per cent of the frontage di- 
rectly opposite the frontage proposed to be 
altered shall have been filed with the City 
Council the resolution providing for such 
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change shall not be passed except by. the 
favorable vote of three-fourths (%4) of the 
City Council elect. If any area is here- 
after transferred to another district by a 
change in district boundaries by resolu- 
tion as above provided the provisions of 
this ordinance in regard to buildings or 
premises existing at the time of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance shall apply to build- 
ings or premises existing at the time of 
the adoption of such resolution in such 
transferred area. 


Any other provisions or change in this 
ordinance other than that affecting the 
classification for use of property and the 
height and area classification as set forth 
in this section shall be provided by amend- 


ment to the ordinance as provided by law.

Gentlemen: 


In 1980 the city purchased the old 
Masonic Temple for the sum of $100,000, 
and received a warranty deed dated May 
20, 1980, whereby the Masonic Temple As- 
sociation conveyed to the City of Lansing 
lands described as the south twenty-one 
feet of Lot 11 and the north thirty-five 
feet of Lot 10 of Block 115, City of Lan- 
sing. 


Recently it has been discovered ‘by the 
Masonic Temple Association that the de- 
scription in this deed was erroneous since 
it embraces an excess of land amounting 
to two feet and two inches on which the 
north wall of the new Masonic Temple is 
standing. The City of Lansing by vote of 
its council cannot reconvey this two feet 
and two inches of land to the Masonic 
Temple Association without a vote of the 
people, and as the simplest method of cor- 
recting the error the Masonic Temple As- 
sociation has instituted in the Circuit Court 
of Ingham County in Chancery, a friendly 
suit to reform the deed of May 20, 1930. 


I have had the lands checked by the City 
Engineer’s office and the report is that the 
two feet and two inches of land should be 
returned to the Masonic Temple Associa- 
tion inasmuch as the City of Lansing re- 
ceived that; much more ground than was 
expected in the purchase of what is now 
the Veterans’ Memorial Building. Lacking 
instructions from the council to the con- 
trary, it is my purpose to file an answer 
in the above mentioned cause admitting the 
error in the original deed and consenting 
that the decree may be entered in said 
cause whereby the error may be corrected.

We have been requested to submit a 
recommendation in regard to additional 


2. oo 
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Stop and Go Lights on East Michigan Ave- 
nue. 


It would be inconsistent to attempt to 
make a recommendation without first plac- 
ing lights at various intersections as a 
try-out to ascertain how they should be 
permanently placed for the best results. 
The only streets that cross Michigan Ave- 
nue directly between Pennsylvania and the 
present light on Clemens is at Marshall 
Street, and Marshall Street is only three 
short blocks from Clemens. Therefore, a 
light at this intersection would be of no 
particular value unlezs the light at 
Clemens was moved to Marshall Street. 


It has been suggested that a light be 
placed at Lathrop Street, but an overhead 
light would undoubtedly make traffic from 
Custer Street confusing, and the only ap- 
parent way to overcome this. difficulty 
would be to use lights at the curb, both at 
Lathrop and Custer Streets. If the curb 
lights were used at one intersection it 
would again cause confusion due to the 
fact that the other lights on East Michi- 
gan Avenue are overhead lights. On plac- 
ing the light at Holmes, which is also.a 
jog street, it would cause the usual noise 
and confusion caused by stopping and 
starting of traffic directly in front of the 
Sparrow hospital, which possibly should be 
avoided. 


The recommendation of the Committee 
is, therefore, that authority be given for 
the Commission to place lights at different 
intersections to ascertain where a light 
might be placed for the best results and 
the proper kind of Stop and Go Light to 
be used.

Gentlemen : 


The Board of Assessors ask your Honor- 
able Body to reconsider the budget as 
recommended by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 


One of the most important items is As- 
sessor’s Project No. 2D. This survey for 
reassessment purposes has progressed to a 
point where we are able to use the results 
for a majority of our 1937 assessments and 
it is essential that we carry the work to 
a finish in order that all properties be 
esi on the same basis as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The work remaining at this time con- 
sists mostly of classifying and estimating 
commercial and industrial properties, and 
checking the estimates of residential prop- 
erties. 


It is evident that this class of work is 
too technical for the majority of the help 
which the Works Progress Administration 
is able to furnish from relief rolls and 
we feel that it would be well worth while 
for the City to furnish sufficient qualified 
help to do this work. We have asked for 
$8,736.00 for this project and that amount 
has been cut to $4,000 by the Ways and 
Means Committee. The adoption of the 
latter amount will cause this important 
work to drag along and delay the time 
when assessments on all properties can be 
based on adequate and complete informa- 
tion. Also there -will undoubtedly be a 
considerable amount of new building in the 
city from now on and we are anxious to 
get this survey finished and out of the way. 


Item 1-A-1 Salaries. Assessor’s salary 
now is $2,600—no increase since 1929— 
and always has been one of the lowest 
salaries paid to any city official or appoint- 
ive city officer. This can only be changed 
through resolution of council, and we be- 
lieve City Assessors should be paid in pro- 
portion to other department heads and that 
now is the time to put any increase in 
while budget is being made up. 

| 

We have only asked for increase to 
$3,000, which is lower than most of other 
department heads. This would not go in 
effect until January list or after election. 


Item 1-A-8. Communication asked for, 
$650.00, allowed $550.00. This item is for 
telephones and postage. 


This year it is necessary on account of 
reassessing the entire city and nearly all 
assessments have been changed, the board 
of assessors think it advisable to send no- 
tices to all tax payers notifying them of 
the 1937 assessment. This item will cost 
about $300 for postage, we are using 1 cent 
postal cards for this. 


There is greatly in need of two telephone

lines in the Assessors’ office as there has 
been many complaints by tax payers and 
the telephone office that our lines are al- 
ways busy and they are unable to get our 
office. We feel this other line should be 
put in immediately on account of increase 
in calls in our office caused by increase in 
general business conditions throughout the 
city. The Credit Exchange calling sev- 
eral times a day and other business people 
calling to see if people who are asking for 
credit are property owners. These phones 
would cost $336, or a total of $636.00. 
Budget was cut to $550.00. 


Item 1-Al12. Gas and Oil Allowance for 
Assessors’ Office. We are not only receiv- 
ing smallest salary for elective officers and 
heads of department but are only allowed 
$100.00 per year for Gas and Oil Allow- 
ance while other employees are allowed 
$150.00 each in this budget.

Following a request from the Council 
we made an application to the Highway 
Department to place a Stop and Go Signal 
at the corner of Logan and Saginaw 
Streets. The Highway Department made 
another traffic survey at both the corner 
of Logan and Saginaw Streets and Pine 
and Saginaw Streets, and because of the 
fact that the traffic will not warrant, they 
have again refused their participation in 
the light. 


If it still seems essential to the Council 
that a traffic light be placed at this inter- 
section, we again suggest that the light 
be moved from Pine and Saginaw Streets 
to Logan Street intersection. The only 
period of the day when traffic is congested 
at this intersection is between 4:30 and 
5:30 p. m., and all important intersections 
of the city are congested at this time of 
the day. 


If and when finances are made availabie 
for Stop and Go lights, there are many 
intersections that require lights at all 
hours during the day which should have 
first consideration. The Traffic Commis-

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Shaw introduced the following or- 
dinance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE declaring the opera- 
tion and maintenance of an apiary, or to 
keeping of bees within the residence dis- 
trict of the City of Lansing to be unlaw- 
ful and a public nuisance, and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Prehibited Places. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to operate or 
maintain an apiary or to keep bees within 
a distance of two hundred feet from the 
nearest portion of any residence, dwelling, 
hotel, apartment house or rooming house 
now existing or hereafter constructed or 
owned by any other person within any 
Class A or Class B residence district of the 
City of Lansing as defined by the Zoning 
Ordinance passed June 18, 1927, and 
amendments thereto and the operation and 
maintenance of any apiary or the keep- 
ing of bees as aforesaid within any such 


residence district of the City of Lansing 


is hereby declared to be ‘a public nuisance. 
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Section 2. Consent of Owners. This or- 
dinance is not intended to prohibit the 
operation and maintenance of an apiary or 
the keeping of bees as aforesaid where and 
so long as the consent in writing to the 
operation and maintenance or the keeping 
thereof by the owners of all the _ resi- 
dences, dwellings, hotels, apartment 
houses or rooming houses owned by others 
within two hundred feet from the nearest 
portion of such apiary or hive or hives 
where such bees are kept is obtained by 
the person desiring to operate or maintain 
such apiary or keep such bees, and filed 
with the city clerk. In the case of the 
operation and maintenance of an apiary or 
the keeping of bees at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance such consent 
shall be filed within thirty days. 


Section 3. Penalty. Any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in 
any sum not exceeding One Hundred Dol- 


lars, or imprisonment in the city jail for - 


a period of not exceeding ninety days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Attention Ways and Means Committee. 


Gentlemen : 


It will be recalled that our Ways and 
Means Committee conferred with your 
Ways and Means Committee relative to 
passing our budget, which asked, among 
other things, for fifteen additional men for 
the police department, this by reason of 
new problems in traffic, neded reorganiza- 
tion of the Detective department, and 
growth of the city. We were allowed only 
five additional men. 


After this budget meeting, there arose, 
in the opinion of officials concerned, the 
need of three extra motorcycles for traf- 
fic duty and purchase of same was au- 
thorized by our Board, and the machines 
were ordered. 


The purpose of this letter is to inform 
your Honorable Body that since our re- 
quest for fifteen extra men was cut to 
five, we will be unable with our present 
Man power to operate all seven motor- 
cycles sixteen hours a day, except by badly 
crippling other departments. We _ can, 
however, do a creditable job with three 
extra men, which we hope you will see fit 
to grant to us.

creases until I receive further instructions 
from your Honorable Body, inasmuch as 
the above-mentioned resolution specifies 
that salaries be drawn at the rate set up 
in the 1937-38 Budget as passed by the 
City Council.

CONSTRUCTION OF SEWERS AND 
DRAINS, III

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Clark introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Sections 16, 
386 and 37 of the Ordinance entitled ‘‘An 
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Ordinance regulating traffic upon the pub- 
lic streets of the City of Lansing and re- 
pealing Ordinance No. 35 and all other 
ordinances and sections of ordinances in 
conflict herewith.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 16, 36 and 87 of the 
Ordinances entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the public streets of the 
City of Lansing and repealing Ordinance 
No. 35 and all other ordinances and sec- 
tions of ordinances in conflict herewith,” 
are hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 16. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not make a left turn at the following in- 
tersections: 


WASHINGTON AVENUE at the inter- 
sections of Ottawa Street, Michigan Ave- 
nue, Allegan Street and Washtenaw 
Street. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE at the intersec- 
tions of Grand Avenue between the hours 
of 4:00 P. M. and 6:00 P. M., except on 
Sunday and legal holidays. 


Signs shall be erected and maintained 
designating the provisions of this section. 


Section 36. All vehicles, except as here- 
in noted shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car -within 12 
inches of the curb. 


(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than one 
hour on the same side of the street, in any 
one block, between the hours of 8:00 A. M. 
and 6:00 P. M. of any day except Sundays 
and legal holidays in the following de- 
scribed districts: 


ALLEGAN STREET, from Grand Ave- 
nue to Chestnut Street, except that por- 
tion of the north side from Capitol Ave- 
nue east to the alley and on the south side 
from Walnut Street to Chestnut Street.

Report of GARBAGE and SPECIAL 
COMMITTEES appointed to investigate 
the matter of the discharge of Mr. A. O. 
Parks of the Garbage Department begs 
to report as follows: 


First. We believe that Mr. Parks at 
times js a little careless in cooperating 
with the men with whom he works and 
that a practice of collecting dog meat is 
probably annoying to them. We recom- 
mend that this practice be discontinued 
and we believe that Mr. Parks could by 
trying add considerable to the harmony in 
the department. Also that Mr. Parks’ 
physical condition should be corrected, as 
we do not believe he is physically fit to 
perform his duties. This would add much 
to his efficiency as an employee. We be- 
lieve that what happened does not war- 
rant his discharge and recommend that 
he be restored to his former job at the 
regular rate of pay and be reimbursed for 
time lost. 


Second. As to the story being circulated 
about checks for hogs that were sold at the 
time the city discontinued the Portland 
Piggery, not being turned in to the Comp- 
troller’s Office, we do not believe that oc- 
curred and believe the reason for this 
story probably arose from the fact that 
the last of the hogs were sold to the Peet 
Packing Company and the money paid 
direct to the city, a ‘matter which some 
employees of the Garbage Department did 
not know. 


Third. Regarding the story about gaso- 
line being taken from trucks, we believe 
that the practice of siphoning gas from 
the trucks to be used for washing parts 
or for any purpose whatsoever, should be 
discontinued and if extra amounts of 
gasoline are necessary requisitions should 
be issued in the regular way as the com- 
mittee thinks this practice gave rise to 
the stories in question. And if Mr. Rich- 
ardson or anyone else uses his car on city

business he should at least be given gas 
for that use. 


Fourth. Story of Mr. Howard Dunckel 
paying for his job denied by Mr. Dunckel, 
but Mr. Cohoon said he was willing to 
swear that Mr. Dunckel had told him this 
and that he has heard it from others. No 
other employee of the department had had 
actual information as to this statement. 


Fifth. The story about city trucks haul- 
ing garbage to farmers the committee be- 
lieves also originated when the city dis- 
continued the Portland Piggery and before 
the Cooperative Association started theirs. 
There was a time when it was difficult to 
find places to dispose of the garbage and 
the trucks hauled a ten-ton load and not 
every farmer could take care of that much 
at a time. Garbage was hauled to whom- 
ever could take it. 


Sixth. The committee believes and does 
recommend that the practice of any city 
employee being coerced, through a threat 
of losing his job, into circulating peti- 
tions for any city officials be discontinued. 
The committee believes also that Mr. Rich- 
ardson should be a little more careful in 
the language used in addressing his men, 
realizing in his position it is hard at times 
that conditions arise that are exacting. 
On the whole the committee wishes to con- 
gratulate the city on the high type of em- 
ployees that the department has and the 
efficiency which the department operates 
under. We realize, of course, that fur- 
nishing a public service without any corn- 
vlaint is impossible and we believe Mr. 
Carl Hoien and Mr. Herb. Richardson are 
doing a very creditable job. The commit- 
tee would like to add that they were sur- 
prised to learn that there were some five 
or six employees in the garbage depart- 
ment that have been with the department 
fifteen or sixteen years and several men 
with terms of employment ranging from 
five to six years and up and we were cer- 
tainly pleased to see the evidence of con- 
tentment shown by the employees on this 
job, which to the average citizen is not 
thought of as being very desirable,—the 
collection of city garbage. 


The Committee would like to suggest 
that in the future any complaints’ or 
stories being circulated about any depart- 
ment should be put in writing and pre- 
sented to the Mayor and the same will re- 
ceive immediate attention.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 


To the Honorable Mayor and the City 
Council regarding my statement to the 
papers that I might call a grand jury in- 
vestigation regardless of the outcome of 
the garbage committee and the special 
committee appointed by the Mayor, which 
was composed of Aldermen Pease, Crergo 
and Stoppel, and the garbage committee is 
composed of Aldermen Reck chairman, 
Shaw and Toy, who has been in England 
for the past several weeks. - 


First. Alderman Shaw had told me there 
had not been a meeting of the garbage 
committee for nearly two years or more 
and that the chairman had been handling 
the situation pretty much himself and 
that there had been several things brought 
to his attention that he would like to find 
out about. 


During my special investigation of the 
rumors that had been charged to the gar- 
bage department heads by employees, first 
that gasoline had been siphoned from city 
trucks and placed in cars owned by Carl 
Hoien and Herbert Richardson two em- 
ployees, one who is not with the garbage 
department at the present time and one 
who is, said they would swear under oath 
that this was done. 


Second. One Earnest Sawyer, a former 
half time employee of the garbage depart- 
ment, will swear under oath that he re- 
ceived several checks amounting to be- 
tween Five Hundred and Eight Hundred 
Dollars apiece from either the Federal 
Government or the State of Michigan for 
payment of Lansing owned pigs. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Sawyer, the Federal Govern- 
ment or the State of Michigan was lead 
to believe that the above mentioned pigs 
belonged to him instead of the City of 
Lansing. Therefore, purchasing of these 
pigs was through Mr. Sawyer but he had 
nothing to do with the transaction out- 
side of indorsing these checks for either 
the garbage department head or such city 
official to cash. I fail to see why the City 
of Lansing, doing over one and one-half 
million dollars’ worth of business per year 
of taxpayers dollars, should go to a half- 
time employee to conduct this kind of a 
deal as long as we have an elected City 
Treasurer to receive such checks and such 
moneys and an elected City Council to 
give permission to dispose of city-owned 
property and belongings. I firmly believe 
that the common council or governing body 
did not give Supt. Coil Hoien or the gar- 
bage committee to dispose of these pigs as 
they saw fit; if so, in my judgment, it is 
very poor business. 


Third. About the only thing, in my 
opinion, that Mr. Richardson, Assistant 
Superintendent, was right about in this 
investigation was the _ so-called secret 
piggery, which belong to his father-in-law, 
somewhere in the vicinity of Eaton Rapids, 
approximately 45 to 50 mile drive round 
trip, from Lansing. He claimed he had 
from 36 to 40 pigs to feed. Ald. Reck, 
chairman of the garbage committee, claim-

ed the reason for this was that the Co- 
operative could not take care of all Lan- 
sing’s garbage at this time and that Mr. 
Richardson’s father-in-law could use the 
surplus; therefor, in my belief, there were 
many farmers that had pigs in a radius 
of seven miles or less of Lansing, that 
would be glad to have had this garbage 
even at a small cost to them. Possibly 
others could be interested in these pigs 
other than Mr. Richardson’s father-in-law 
was told me by interested tax payers. 


Fourth. QOQne member of the garbage 
committee asked for permission of the 
council to hold this investigation and put 
the employees under oath as to their state- 
ments in regards to what they knew of 
conditions and rumors, which sadly to say 
was not done, and I did not believe it 
would be done as some of the employees 
had been talked to during the week. Dur- 
ing the investigation, Assistant Supt. 
Richardson and Mr. Baxter, special de- 
livery driver, who I have been told has 
been given favors, stood by the door to the 
Committee Room, one with his ear to the 
crack and one with his ear to the key 
hole. The employees of the garbage de- 
partment seeing this occur and knowing 
they were not under oath, that nothing 
could be held against them outside of be- 
ing misused and more jobs lost, in my 
opinion, what they stated in this investi- 
gation was not all they knew. 


This is my special investigation and also 
some of the special council committees in- 
vestigation findings and I have many other 
quite interesting statements of my so-called 
personal investigation. 


I am leaving it up to the council and 
the tax payers of Lansing if a grand jury 
investigation is necessary.

An opinion has been requested, by reso- 
lution of May 24, 1937, relative to the con- 
troversy concerning the fixing of salaries 
of officers and men in the police and fire 
departments. 


Section 218 of the City Charter provides 
as follows: 


“Said board of police and fire com- 
missioners shall have the power, to fix 
the salaries or compensation of the offi- 

' cers and men of the police force, and 
of the officers and men of the fire de 
partment, and to pay such _§ salaries 
from the funds so placed to the credit 
of said police and fire department re- 
spectively, as provided for in the an- 
nual budget or estimate and approval 
and adopted by the city council.” 


There are certain other provisions of 
‘the charter more or less pertinent to the 
question. It is a rule of statutory con- 
struction that where various provisions 
are capable of differing constructions, that 
interpretation shall be adopted which ap- 
proaches more closely to reconciling the 
differing provisions. 


It is my opinion that the charter  in- 
tends that this council may provide an- 
nually such a sum as it determines is 
proper for the purposes of salaries of the 
officers and men of the police department 
and such other sum as is considered proper 
for the salaries of the officers and men of 
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the fire department. These lump sums are 
then to be distributed to the officers and 
men of the two departments as the board 
of police and fire commissioners shall de 
termine. That is to say, the board of 
police and fire commissioners has the sole 
authority to determine the salaries and 
wages of the members of the two depart- 
ments, provided that the aggregate total 
shall not exceed the lump sum specified 
for salaries of each department by the city 
council.

Due to the increase of traffic upon our 
streets, a serious situation has developed 
in the 100 block of East Washtenaw Street 
due to the fact that the delivery trucks 
of the American and Lansing Laundries 
must, of necessity, use the curb for their 
loading’ dock.

lishment, before such vehicle is surrend- 
ered to the owner or his agent or repre- 
sentative. The removal and storage of 
the vehicle pursuant hereto shall in no 
way relieve or prevent prosecution for the 
violation of any provisions of the ordi- 
nances of said city upon which removal 
and storage is based. 


Section 94. If any vehicle is found upon - 


a street or highway in violation of any 
provisions of this ordinance’ regulating, 
stopping, standing or parking of a vehicle 
and the identity of the driver cannot be 
determined, the owner, or person in whose 
name such vehicle is registered, shall be 
held prima facie responsible for such vio- 
lation. 


Section 2. This ordinance is deemed to 
be immediately necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, health and safety 
and shall be given immediate effect.

An Ordinance to amend Section 5 of an 
Ordinance passed by the City of Lansing, 
on June 13, 1927, known and styled as 
Zoning Ordinance and more fully styled as 
an Ordinance ‘to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designated for speci- 
fied uses, to regulate and limit the height 
and bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered, to regulate and limit the percent- 
age of lot occupancy, and to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and prescribe penalties for the viola- 
tion of its provisions.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. Section of the Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Lansing is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 5—‘‘C’? Commercial District. 

In the “‘C’? Commercial District all build- 
ings and premises except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, may be used for 
any use permitted in the “B’”’ Residence 
District or for any other use except the 
following:

10. Laundry (employing more than five (5) 
persons). 


11. Livery Stable. 

12. Lumber yard. 

18. Machine shops. 

14. Stone yard or monumental works. 
15. Stove polish manufacture. 


16. All uses excluded from the ‘“D’”’ Indus- 
tria] District. 


17. Any kind of manufacture or treatment 
that is unsightly, noisy, or odorous to 
persons in adjacent streets, in adja- 
cent yards or in adjoining buildings. 
In the Commercial District, gasoline 
stations and the like shall not be per- 
mitted except by special permit as now 
required by state law or city ordinance 
and such ordinances as may be here- 
after passed by the council. 


A public garage may be established or 
erected in a commercial district if, 
when the permit is issued, there are on 
file with the building commissioners 
the written consent of the owners of 
51 per cent of all commercial or resi- 
dential property within two hundred 
feet on each side plot on both sides of 


~ the street on which garage is to front.

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ORDINANCES 


Ald. Smith introduced the following or- 


dinance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred. to the Com: 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate camp cars 
and automobile trailers, to provide for and 
regulate trailer camp grounds, to establish 
sanitary and health regulations, and to 
provide a penalty for violation of the pro- 
visions hereof. ' 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance certain words and phrases are de- 
fined as follows, and certain provisions 
shall be construed as herein set forth, un- 
less it shall be apparent from their con- 
text that they have a different meaning. 


“Camp Car and/or Trailer.” Is any unit 
used for living or sleeping purposes and 
which is equipped with wheels or similar 
devices used for the purpose of transport- 
ing said unit from place to place, whether 
by motive power or other means. 


Camp Ground. Is defined to be any 
place, area or tract of land upon which is 
located any camp car and/or trailer. 


Health Department. Is the Health De- 
partment or the Health Officer of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
health department to enforce all of the 
provisions of this ordinance and for the 
purpose of securing enforcement thereof, 
the health officer, or any of his duly au- 
thorized representatives, shall. have’ the 
right and are hereby empowered to enter 
upon the premises of any camp ground 
now operating or which may hereafter be 
operated within the City of Lansing to 
inspect the same and all accommodations 
connected therewith. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer house in the 
City of Lansing except within a qualified 
camp ground. Provided, however, that the 
same may be parked outside of a qualified 
camp ground for a period not to exceed 
twenty-four (24) hours continuous time, 
and provided, further, that any person de- 
siring to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer in the 
City of Lansing outside of a qualified 
camp ground for twenty-four (24) hours 
continuous time, shall first apply for and 
obtain from’ the Police Department a per- 
mit so to do, which application shall give 
the location at which such camp car or 
trailer is to be located, the state vehicle 
license number, if any, and_ general 
description of the camp car or trailer for 
which permission to locate is being applied. 


Upon such information having been sup- 


plied to the Police Department said depart- 
ment shall grant a permit to locate such 
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camp car or trailer in the place indicated 
in such application for a period of not 
longer than twenty-four (24) hours. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to place, 
stand, park or locate any camp car or 
trailer at a location other than that 
approved by the Police Department for 
that purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property be- 
longing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, un- 
revoked and unexpired permit from the 
Police Department to maintain such camp 
car, or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating 
shall have first obtained a permit to oper- 
ate a qualified camp ground from the 
Health Department of the City of Lansing. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to operate or 
maintain, or to offer for public use, with- 
in the confines of the City of Lansing, as 
hereinafter set forth, any camp ground 
without first applying for and receiving 
from the Health Department a permit so 
to do, in the manner hereinafter provided, 
or without complying with regulations 
hereinafter set forth, or any rules and 
regulations which may be formulated by 
the Health Department from time to time 
and the laws of the State of Michigan. 


Each application for such permit shall 
be in writing, upon a form provided by 
the Health Department for that purpose. 
It shall state the name and address of the 
applicant and a_— description of the 
property, whereon or wherein, it is pro- 
posed to conduct a camp ground. It shall 
also contain such other information as 
the Health Department may require and 
it shall be filed by the applicant. It shall 
be filed with the Health Department not 
less than ....... days, nor more than ........ 
days before said camp ground is made 
ready for use, and it shall be accompanied 
by and inspection fee of $ WW. , for 
which the Health Department shall issue 
a receipt. 


MONEY TO CITY TREASURER 


Section 5. All monies received by the 
Health Department as_ inspection fees, 
under provisions of this ordinance, shall 
be paid into the city treasury and placed 
in the contingent fund. 


INVESTIGATION REQUIRED BEFORE 
ISSUING PERMIT 


Section 6. Upon the filing of such 
application accompanied by the inspection 
fee, it shall be the duty of the Health 
Department or any of its duly authorized 
representatives to investigate the premises 
and determine whether said proposed camp 
ground or the site selected therefor con- 
forms with the requirements of this ordin- 
ance, the rules and regulations of the 
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Health Department and the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and no permit shall 
be issued unless such camp ground or the 
site selected therefor complies with such 
requirements and meets the approval of 
the Health Department, and said depart- 
ment may at its discretion approve or 
reject any proposed camp ground site. 


REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF 
PERMIT 


Section 7. Any permit granted here- 
under shall be subject to revocation or 
suspension by the Health Department in 
the following manner, to-wit: A _ notice 
shall be served on the person holding said 
permit specifying wherein he has failed 
to comply with this ordinance, and requir- 
ing him to appear before the Health 
Department, at a day and hour therein 
specified not less than five days after the 
personal service of said notice on such 
permit holder, requiring him to show 
cause at said time and place why said per- 
mit should not be revoked or suspended. 
At the time and place mentioned in said 
notice, the person holding said permit 
shall have the right to appear in person, 
or by counsel, and to introduce such evi- 
dence as he may desire, and the Health 
Department shall confront said permit 
holder with any charges that said Health 
Department may have against him, and 
after said hearing, the Health Department 
may, at its discretion, revoke or suspend 
the permit. 


PERMIT MAY BE TRANSFERRED 


Section 8. Such permit shall be trans- 
ferable provided there have been no viola- 
tions of this ordinance upon the written 
application of the holder of the permit 
to the Health Department and with its 
consent endorsed thereon. A permit may 
be granted at any time during the year, 
and unless previously revoked shall ex- 
pire one calendar year following the date 
of issue. 


PERMIT MUST BE POSTED IN 
CONSPICUOUS PLACE 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to establish, 
maintain, conduct or carry on any camp 
ground unless there shall be at all times 
posted in a conspicuous place at said 
camp ground the permit obtained from the 
Health Department in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


e 
SCOPE OF THE ORDINANCE 


Section 10. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall be applicable to every 
camp ground within the incorporated area 
of the City of Lansing, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion maintaining, operating, conducting or 
carrying on any such camp ground or for 
any person living or sleeping in any camp 
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car and/or trailer located in a camp 
ground or any other person, to violate, or 
contribute in any way to the violation, of 
any of the provisions of this ordinance. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF OWNER OR 
OPERATOR 


Section 11.. Every person owning or 
operating a camp ground shall maintain 
such camp ground and any toilets, baths, 
or other permanent equipment in connec- 
tion therewith, in a clean and sanitary 
condition and shal] maintain said equip- 
ment in a state of good repair. 


POWER OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


- Section 12. The health department is 
hereby empowered to formulate from time 
to time and to enforce any rules and regu- 
lations that said department may deem ad- 
visable governing the operation of camp 
grounds or camp cars and/or trailers bear- 
ing on any matters of sanitation or hous- 
ing. Provided; that it shall be unlawful 
for any person except the manager and 
his bonafied employees to remain or live 
in any camp ground for more than six 
months in any twelve month period, and 
it shall be unlawful for any one holding a 
camp ground license or his agent to per- 
mit any person to remain in a camp 
ground longer than the _ period herein 
allowed. 


RESTRICTION OF AREA FOR CAMP 
GROUND 


Section 138. No camp ground hereafter 
eztablished shall be located within the fol- 
lowing areas of the City of Lansing: 


Fire limits, Districts number one and 
two. No permit shall be issued for a 
camp ground unless there is filed with the 
application the written consent of at least 
65% of the property owners within a dis- 
tance of 600 feet from all boundaries of 
the block in which the camp ground is to 
be located. 


GROUND AREA AND ACCESSIBILITY 


Section 14. Every camp ground shall be 
bordered along boundary lines of adjoin- 
ing properties by closely grown hedges or 
by fencing not less than six feet in height 
and which in either case shall be of such 
construction as will not permit the pass- 
age of persons, and there shall be no gate 
opening upon any adjoining property with- 
out written permission of the owner of 
said property. Such fence or hedge along 
the borders shall be subject to approval of 
the building inspector. Only one camp 
car or trailer may be located on any unit 
which is defined as a section of ground of 
not less than eight hundred square feet in 
area. All units shall be rectangular in 
shape, grouped in blocks. Streets of not 
less than eighteen feet in width, giving 
easy access to all units, shall be  pro- 
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vided. No camp ear or trailer shall be 
located within five feet of a unit, nor shall 
they be allowed within twenty feet of any 
city street. 


DRAINAGE OF PREMISES 


Section 15. Every camp ground here- 
after established shall be located on a well 
drained area and the premises of every 
such camp ground or any existing camp 
ground shall be properly graded so as to 
prevent the accumulation of storm or 
casual waters. 


WATER SUPPLY 


Section 16. An adequate supply of pure 
water for drinking and domestic purposes 
shall be supplied to meet the requirements 
of said camp ground. Said water supply 
shall be obtained from faucets only, con- 
veniently located in said camp ground, and 
no dipping vessels or common cups shall 
be permitted. 


REMOVAL OF WHEELS OR SIMILAR 
DEVICES 


Section 17. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation owning or 
operating a camp car and/or trailer lo- 
cated in a camp ground to remove or 
cause to have removed the wheels or any 
similar transporting device from said 
camp car and/or trailer or to otherwise 
permanently fix it to the ground in a man- 
ner that would prevent the ready removal 
of said camp car and/or trailer. Any 
alteration to any camp car and/or trailer 
located outside of a camp ground shall be 
construed as removing it from the re- 
quirements of this ordinance and convert- 
ing it into a dwelling and it shall there- 
upon be subject to the requirements of the 
building code of the City of Lansing and 


the State Housing Act of Michigan. 


DOGS NOT ALLOWED AT LARGE 


Section 18. Dogs and other animals 
shall not be permitted to run at large in 
any camp ground. 


TOILETS, ETC. 


Section 19. Each camp ground where 
private convenience for each unit or site 
is not provided shall provide a_ service 
building containing the following: 


(a) One toilet or stool for each sex for 
every eight units or major fraction there- 
of ; 


(b) Each toilet room provided for men 
shall have in addition one urinal stall; 


(c) Each toilet room shall be provided 
with at least one lavatory or wash basin; 


(d) One shower shall be provided for 
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each sex for each eight units or major 
fraction thereof; 


(e) Such service building shall not be 
located within twenty~ feet of any street 
line. It shall be well lighted at all times 
day or night, well ventilated with screened 
openings, and constructed of such moisture 
proof material as shall permit rapid and 
satisfactory cleaning, scouring and wash- 
ing. The floors shall be of concrete or 
similar material, elevated not less than 
four inches above grade, and each room 
provided with floor drains. 


GARBAGE RECEPTACLES 


Section 20. There shall be provided in 
every camp ground such number of tight 
receptacles with close fitting metal covers 
for garbage, refuse, ashes and rubbish as 
may be deemed necessary by the health 
department and such garbage receptacles 
shall at all times be maintained in a clean 
and sanitary condition. 


SLOP SINKS 


Section 21. There shall be provided in 
every camp ground one or more slop sinks 
properly connected with a sewer. 


REFUSE AND SEWERAGE DISPOSAL 


Section 22. It shall be unlawful to per- 
mit any waste or material from’ sinks, 
baths, showers or other plumbing fixtures 
in camp cars and/or trailers to be de 
posited upon the surface of the ground, and 
the drainage therefrom must be disposed 
of in a manner satisfactory to the health 
department. 


LIGHTING 


Section 23. Every camp ground hereto- 
fore or hereafter established shall be pro- 
vided with means of lighting the same at 
night and all public water closets and bath 
units shall be provided with sufficient light- 
ing facilities which shall be kept lighted 
during the time from one-half hour after 
sunset until one-half hour before sunrise. 


EQUIPMENT 


Section 24. Any water faucets, toilets, 
garbage receptacles, or other equipment 
required by the provisions of this ordinance 
in camp grounds or which may hereafter 
be required by any rules and regulations 
of the health department pertaining to 
camp grounds shall not be construed to 
mean water faucets, toilets, garbage recep- 


tacles or other equipment now or here 


after located in or adjacent to camp 
grounds and which may already or here- 
after be required under provisions of other 
laws or ordinances. 


JULY 6, 1937 


EACH VIOLATION SEPARATE 
OFFENSE 


Section 25. Every person, firm or cor- 
poration violating or contributing in any 
way to the violation of any provision of 
this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
separate offense for each day during which 
such violation continues and shall be pun- 
ishable therefor as herein provided. All 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 


Section 26. It shall be the duty of every 
person, firm or corporation owning, leas- 
ing, renting or operating a camp ground 
in the City of Lansing to comply with all 
of the provisions of this ordinance and/or 
any rules and regulations formulated by 
the health department governing camp 
grounds, and any such person, firm or cor- 
poration violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance or said rules and regula- 
tions or contributing in any way to the 
violation thereof shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding three months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


VALIDITY OF ORDINANCE 


Section 27. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this  ordi- 
nance is for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining portions of 
this ordinance. The City Council hereby 
declares that it would have passed this or- 
dinance and each section, subsection, sen- 
tence, clause and phrase thereof, irrespec- 
tive of the fact that any one or more sec- 
tions, subsections, sentences, clauses or 
phrases be declared unconstitutional.

PERMIT: It shall be 
unlawful to move any building to any lot 
fronting on any street in any location in 
the city in which more than one half the 
buildings on both sides of the street for 
a distance of 800 feet in each direction 
along such street are occupied exclusively 
for residence purposes without filing with 
the Building Commissioner the written 
consent of at least sixty-five per cent of 
the property owners for 150 feet in each 
direction along such street from the pro- 
posed new location.

Application for permit must be accom- 
panied when required by the frontage 
consent as described above, and in al] cases 
by the following written information: 


(a) Extreme length, width and height 
when mounted, of the structure to be 
moved. 


(b) Present location. 
(c) Proposed location. 


(d) Route of proposed moving. 


(e) Complete information, and plat if 
required, showing location of building at 
the proposed site with reference to lot lines 
and to surrounding buildings within 30 feet 
of the proposed building... 


(f) Date when such moving is to com- 
mence, and the probable time required for 
it; completion. 
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Section 2. This ordinance is deemed to 
be immediately necessary for the public 
peace, health and safety and shall there- 
fore have immediate effect.

(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than one 
hour on the same side of the street, in any 
one block, between the hours of 8:00 A. M. 
and 6:00 P. M. of any day except Sundays 
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and legal holidays in the following de- 
scribed districts: 


ALLEGAN STREET, from Grand Ave- 
nue to Chestnut Street, except that por- 
tion of the north side from Capitol Ave- 
nue east to the alley and on the south side 
from Walnut Street to Chestnut Street. 


BAKER STREET, from Washington 
Avenue to Cedar Street, on the south side 
only. 


BEAVER STREET, from Larch Street 
to Turner Street, except on the north side 
from Center Street west to the railroad 
tracks. 


BUTLER BLVD., south, from Main 
Street to Olds Avenue, on the east side 
only. 


CAPITOL AVENUE, from Lenawee 
Street to Saginaw Street. 


CARLTON TERRACE, from S. Chestnut 
Street to S. Pine Street, on the south side 
only. 


CEDAR STREET, south from Michigan 
Avenue south to the alley on the east side 
only.

Section 30. (a) The Chief of Police, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Mayor and the 
Police and Fire Committee of the City 
Council, shall have authority to determine 
the location of passenger zones and load- 
ing zones and shall erect and maintain or 
cause to be maintained appropriate signs 
indicating the same. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of a vehicle to stop, stand or park said 
vehicle for a period of time longer than is 
neecssary for the expeditious loading or 
unloading of passengers in any place 
marked as a passenger zone. 


(c) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of a vehicle to stop, stand or park said 
vehicle for a period of time longer than is 
neecssary for the expeditious loading or 
unloading of passengers, or for the un- 
loading and delivery or pickup and load- 
ing -of materials, in any place marked as 
a loading zone. In no case shall the stop 
for loading and for unloading of materials 
exceed thirty (80) minutes. 


Chief of Police Authorized to Designate 
Bus Stops, Taxicab Stands and 
Hackney Stands 


Section 31. The Chief of Police, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Mayor and the 
Police and Fire Committee of the City 
Council shall have authority to establish 
bus stops and taxicab stands.

Looking towards a solution of these 
trattic hazards, we might suggest that the 
City Council write each owner of property 
under Class A telling them to remove their 
shrubs or trim and maintain a height of 
three feet or less within ten days of date 
of letter. 


We might also take the liberty of suggest- 

ing that the City Council write the owners 
ot property under Class B explaining the 
fact of the traffic hazard and asking their 
cooperation in the elimination of same by 
trimming and by removal or by rearrange- 
ment ot shrub beds. Our forestry Depart- 
ment will be glad to cooperate with the 
property owners in working out a plan to 
cover each individual project. 


The expense involved in the trimming 
and removal of beds under Class A, as 
indicated by our survey, can be estimated 
at about $250.00. It would be difficult to 
estimate the expense of work necessary on 
Class B locations as it would involve the 
reaction and cooperation of the property 
owner in each individul case. 


We are of the opinion that property 
owners generally will cooperate in any 
good plan to assist in bettering traffic 
conditions in regard to shrubbery beds.

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen of the Council: 


I am submitting to you these affidavits 
which were brought to me with charges 
against the Lansing Garbage Department 
and have been told to many Lansing resi- 
dents, not to me, but by others. 


These charges were brought out in my 
personal investigation in regards to the 
dismissal of Mr. A. O. Parks, who was re- 
instated and reimbursed for time off. I 
am sure if the charges against Mr. Parks 
were true, Mr. Parks would never have 
been reinstated, if I, myself, had been 
superintendent of the garbage department. 
The special committee appointed by the 
mayor and the garbage committee, jointly, 
were supposed to take testimony of garb- 
age employees under oath, which was not 
done. Many of the employees were in- 
formed before the investigation that it 
would not be done and it didn’t matter 
what was said. The result was, Mr. Parks 
went back to work and everything was 
forgotten until Mr. Wet was discharged 
for neglect of duty. I find that the garb- 
age committee, Chairman Charles Reck, 
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Floyd Shaw and Thomas Toy, made an in- 
vestigation last ‘inursday and taiked with 
several employees, on the river bank, be- 
hind the city sneds, in regards to Mr. 
West’s discharge tor neglect of auty or 
retusing to work. 


Since that investigation there has been 
a large number or employees of the garb- 
age department at my home. I find that 
the committee talked witn the truck driver 
tnat Mr. West was picking garbage for, 
Carl Seaton, the man picking garbage with 
Mr. West; Herbert Richardson, Assistant 
Superintendent, and Mr. Hart in regards 
to Mr. West's ability in the garbage de- 
partment, and the committee based their 
report on their sayings. 


I have been told by many of the men 
that have worked with Mr. West, an em- 
ployee of the garbage department for the 
past 10 or il years, that he always done 
nis share of the work and more. Many 
times he has came in with a load of garb- 
age and helped the dock employees clean 
up.around the dock, consisting of breaking 
garbage cans out of the stacks and plac- 
ing them on washing racks. This has been 
done many times. I also want to state 
Mr. West claims he was never overworked 
but did complain on doing part of the next 
day’s work on one of the hottest days of 
the season. In regards to Mr. West’s age, 
it was told to me by employees, that he 
can pick as much garbage as any garbage 
picker in the department, if not more than 
most of them. The present truck driver 
that he is now picking garbage with since 
his replacement claims he is as good a 
picker as he has ever had on his truck 
and is a good and willing worker. If the 
things told to the committee are true, why 
did the committee reinstate him, when one 
member of the committee was opposed to 
his reinstatement when Alderman Bassett 
asked for him to be reinstated a week 
ago? Something must be radically wrong. 


I want to state that in the past week 
several single men have been hired in the 
garbage department for special work. As 
a matter of fact, one is employed from the 
much - talked - about Transient Bureau. 
Knowing of this being done and one mem- 
ber of the garbage committee, also a 
member of the Ingham County Welfare 
Commission, knowing we have at least two 
families in our ward with seven children 
and a wife, good willing workers, and God 
only knows how many more throughout the 
city, one of these families being put out of 
their home this week unless the welfare 
department of the City of Lansing and not 
the Ingham County Relief, does provide 
back rent. Why couldn’t some men like 
that be put on one of these jobs instead 
of single men from the Transient Bureau? 
These men have applied to the various de- 
partments for work, and have lived in 
Lansing many years. I also understand 
some of the single men employed in the 
past week have been driving garbage 
trucks without a license to drive a truck, 
which is contrary to the City Ordinance 
and the State law. 


In regard to the affidavits, Alderman 
Smith put a resolution through the Council 
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that I submit them not later then Monday, 
June 14, 1987. I want to state at this time 
that, as an elected official of the City of 
Lansing, I can bring before this legislative 
body affidavits or complaints anytime I 
see fit. This also applies to any private 
citizen. I am submitting two (2) sworn 
affidavits with this communication and if 
the committee wants more I believe I 
can submit sworn affidavits from ex-busi- 
ness men and citizens of Lansing in regards 
to the irregularities of the garbage depart- 
ment. I believe the garbage committee can 
get them for the asking. 


I hope this legislative body will give this 
their most consideration and correct the 
cause and understand that these charges 
and affidavits are not my charges but have 
been brought to me by citizens of Lansing 
and no grievance personally, against any- 
one, but believe I am doing my duty as 
an elective official.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 


July 30, 1987. 


Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: 


The Traffic Commission has taken under 
consideration the following matters which 
have been referred to this commission by 
the City Council. 


I. Request for one hour parking on East 
Shiawassee Street from North Grand Ave- 
nue to the river. 


We recommend that the Traffic Ordi- 
nance be amended to provide for one hour 
parking on both sides of East Shiawassee 
from North Grand Avenue to the Grand 
River. A survey by the Traffic Director 
shows that many of the cars parked on 
this street are allowed to remain there 
throughout the entire day and this seriously 
inconveniences the business houses in that 
block as they do not have sufficient park- 
ing space for their customers to park in 
when attempting to transact business. 


II. Request for the installation of a 
traffic signal light at the intersection of 
South Cedar and Elm Streets. 


It is the recommendation of this com- 
mission that no traffic signal light be in- 
stalled at this intersection for the follow- 
ing reasons—First: Elm Street continues 
east for only one block beyond Cedar 
Street and it would be poor policy to place 
a light at an intersection which consists 
of practically one dead end street. Second: 
The traffic at this intersection becomes 
heavy. for a period not to exceed a total of 
two hours throughout the day, which oc- 
curs at the time the factories close; We 
do not feel it would be fair to penalize 
the traffic on Cedar Street to accommodate 
the traffic on Elm Street, which as stated 
above does not exceed a total of two hours 
of heavy traffic. Third: It is evident that 
there are numerous other intersections in 
the City of Lansing which carry far more 
traffic which should be served with traffic 
lights prior to this particular intersection. 


III. Request for one hour parking on 
West Ottawa Street between Walnut Street 
and Pine Street. 
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At the present time one hour parking is 
in effect on Ottawa Street as far West as 
Walnut Street, also on Michigan Avenue 
as far West as Pine Street and on Chest- 
nut Street from Ottawa to Washtenaw 
Streets. These parking restrictions are 
causing cars to be parked on Ottawa Street 
between Walnut and Pine Streets through- 
out the day and does not give residents 
living in that locality a chance to use the 
Street for the purpose of parking their 
cars for even a few minutes. We, there- 
fore, recommend that the Traffic Ordinance 
be amended to provide for one hour park- 
ing on Ottawa Street between Walnut and 
Pine Streets. 


IV. Request that Mahlon, Johnson, Clark 
and Cleveland Streets at intersections with 
Sheridan Street be made “‘Stop”’ Streets. 


It is the opinion of the Traffic Commis- 
sion, and also of experts engaged in traffic 
work, that the establishing of a through or 
“Stop” Street tends to increase the speed 
of traffic on such streets. This is true ‘be 
cause the motorist knows that all _ traffic 
on approaching intersections will, or must, 
stop, giving him a through right of way 
and naturally causing an increase in 
speed. It is the opinion of the Traffic Com- 
mission, therefore, that ‘“‘slow’’ signs be 
erected on the above mentioned streets at 
their intersection with Sheridan Street, and 
that this be supplemented with pavement 
marking on Sheridan Street. 


V. Request for the installation of a 
flashing traffic light at the corner of Shep- 
ard and Kalamazoo Streets. 


The value of a flashing traffic light has 
been found to be lacking in effecti*eness 
as concerns the slowing down of motor 
traffic. This opinion is incurred in by 
both State and City Traffic experts. The 
Traffic Commission does not feel that a 
flashing traffic light or even a traffic signal 
light is warranted at this intersection. We 
again repeat here that there are numerous 
other intersections in Lansing carrying far 
more traffic than this particular one which 
do not have traffic signal lights and are 
controlled only by stop signs, as is this 
particular intersection. The Traffic De- 
partment has done considerable pavement 
marking on Kalamazoo Stréet, both at the 
intersection of Shepard Street and Leslie 
Street and it is our opinion that this 
marking has been of considerable value in 
controlling traffic in this vicinity. 


VI. The Traffic Commission has received 
numerous complaints concerning the dan- 
gerous congestion which exists on East 
Main Street at the corner of Cherry Street 
where M-78 turns Northward. Parking on 
both sides of the street creates a very bad 
traffic condition and the Traffic Commission 
wishes to recommend that the Traffic Ordi- 
nance be amended to prohibit parking on 
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the north side of East Main Street between 
Washington Avenue and Cherry Street.

Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


By resolution of August 2, 1987, the 
City Attorney was requested to report to 
the council whether in his opinion the tes- 
timony taken on the Manning case showed 
any negligence on the part of any city em- 
ployee. Michael Manning was picked up in 
&@ scout car near midnight on April 15th. 
He seemed quite drunk but walked into 
the police station and answered questions 
as to name, weight, etc. Two bottles of 
bay rum’ were taken from his pockets. 
Next day he pleaded guilty to drunk and 
was sentenced to twenty days at Mason. 


While waiting removal to the County 
Jail, he became ill on the afternoon of 
April 16th. At the city jail he had at 
least two seizures, during which he stif- 
fened out and frothed at the mouth. Dr. 
Dunn examined him between these attacks, 
at which time he seemed perfectly all 
right. Taken to Mason in the police am- 
bulance, he died that evening in’ the 
County Jail. 


When a prisoner in jail becomes | seri- 
ously sick, it is the duty of the jail-keeper 
to secure prompt medical attention. Tak- 
ing Sergeant Wibert’s testimony by itself, 
there would seem to be an. interval of an 
hour or more before this step was taken. 
Wibert says Officer Dickens reported the 
man’s condition around 2:30 or 3:00 
o’clock; that he didn’t get a chance to go 
down before about 4 o’clock. Then follows 
the statement he tried to call the city 
physician and some other doctor. Wibert 
should have been asked when it was that 
he first tried to get a doctor. The other 
witnesses on the hearing clear up this 
question, however. Dr. Hermes says that 
his nurse told him at about 2:30 that the 
police department wanted him. That she 
called back and was told that Dr. Dunn 
had seen the man. Dr. Hermes further 
says that Dr. Dunn called him about 2:30 
and reported that he had seen Manning 
who was an acute alcoholic with a little 
D. T., and that he thoucht the man would 
be all right. Officer Dickens’ statement 
fixes this time as shortly before 4 o’clock 
when he discovered Marning was uncon- 
scious. He says he told Wibert, who called 
the city physician. 


There was no reason why any of the 
persons involved should have taken note 
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of the time of the various’ events. The 
committee saw and heard the witnesses. I 
did not but, allowing for imperfections of 
memory which are to be expected, the tes- 
timony of all the witnesses is sufficiently 
coherent and mutually corroborative to 
give me the impression that é¢ach one was 
endeavoring to be strictly truthful. 


I would conclude that Sergeant Wibert 
summoned medical aid promptly for the 
afflicted man and did secure Dr. Dunn 
within a short time. That discharged the 
Sergeant’s duty in the premises. When 
Manning had a later attack, Wibert again 
called Dr. Hermes, whe recommended hos- 
pitalization. Wibert called both hospitals 
but they were full. A police officer could 
do no more. 


Should Dr. Hermes have gone to the city 
jail? He had direct word from Dr. Dunn 
that the man was an acute alcoholic but 
would probably be all right. He says the 
place for him was in a hospital and so 
far as the doctor knew, Manning was taken 
to one. The doctor says he couldn’t have 
helped the man an iota; that if Manning 
had gotten to a hospital, he was going to 
die anyway; that the autopsy showed he 
had water on the brain and 80% failure 
of the spine. 


In my opinion there was no negligence 
on the part of anyone in the service of the 
City of Lansing. Manning’s death was 
solely attributable to his own habit of life. 
The County Jail record shows he has served 
time for drunk on six different occasions 
since 1980. For my own use, I made an 
abstract which is heretoattached, of the 
testimony of the various witnesses. 


Even if there were negligence, the city 
would not be liable. It is settled that a 
municipal corporation is not liable for the 
torts of its policemen, whether consisting 
of acts of omission or commission. The 
Supreme Court of Georgia, Nisbet vs. At- 
lanta, 97 Ga. 650, has held that a munic- 
ipal corporation is not liable for failure to 
provide a prisoner with proper medical 
attention. Of course, where there is no 
showing of negligence, as in the present 
case, the legal side is of mere academic 
interest.

The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Busch; read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 

An Ordinance to amend Section 30.02 of 


the Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
regulating all matters concerning or per- 
taining to the Construction, Alteration, 
Repairs or Additions to, Remodeling, Use 
Maintenance or Occupancy of Buildings or 
their Parts or Contents and Structures of 
Every Nature including the Storage and 
use of Inflammable Liquids and _ other 
readily combustible or Explosive Sub- 
stances in the City of Lansing, Michigan; 
Providing for Condemnation and Stoppage 
of the use thereof, and Wrecking of the 
same. Creating the Offices of Building 
Commissioner, Assistant Building Commis- 
sioner, and City Electrician, and Providing 
for the Office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former Ordinances conflict- 
ing therewith,”’ said ordinance being some- 
times known and cited as the Building 
Code. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 30.02 of the ordi- 
nance entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance regulating 
all matters concerning or pertaining to 
the Construction, Alteration, Repairs or 
Additions to, Remodeling, Use Maintenance 
or Occupancy of Buildings or their Parts 
or Contents and Structures of Every 
Nature including the Storage and use of 
Inflammable Liquids and other readily 
combustible or Explosive Substances in the 
City of Lansing, Michigan; Providing for 
Condemnation and Stoppage of the use 
thereof, and Wrecking of the same. 
Creating the Offices of Building Commis- 
sioners, Assistant Building Commissioner, 
and City Electrician, and Providing for 
the Office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former Ordinances conflict- 
ing therewith,” is hereby amended to read 
as. follows: 


Section 30.02. FRONTAGE CONSENT, 
APPLICATION. Permit: It shall be un- 
lawful to move any building, except a 
church building, to any lot fronting on 
any street in any location in the city in 
which more than one-half the buildings 
on both sides of the street for a distance 
of 300 feet in each direction along such 
street are occupied exclusively for resi- 
dence purposes without filing with the 
Building Commissioner the written consent 
of at least sixty-five per cent of the 
property owners for 150 feet in each direc- 
tion along such street from the proposed 
new location. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, per- 
sons, firm, company or corporation § to 
move or cause to be moved any building or 
buildings, house, barn or other structure 
of any kind, in, along, through or upon 
any street, alley or public ground in the 
City of Lansing, without a permit from 
the Building Commissioner, and no person 
moving such building shall permit the same 
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to stand on any street, alley or public 
ground for a longer period than two days. 


Application for permit must be accom- 
panied when required by the frontage con- 
sent as described above, and in all cases by 
the following written information: 


(a) Extreme length, width and height 
when mounted, of the structure to be 
moved. 


(b) Present location. 
(c) Proposed location. 
(d) Route of proposed moving. 


(e) Complete information, and plat if 
required, showing location of building at 
the proposed site with reference to lot 
lines and to surrounding buildings within 
30 feet of the proposed building. 


(f) Date when such moving is to com- 
mence, and the probable time required for 
its completion. 


Section 2. This ordinance is deemed to 
be immediately necessary for the public 
peace, health and safety and shall there- 
fore have immediate effect.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Clark introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE regulating traffic up- 
on the public streets of the City of Lan- 
sing and repealing Ordinance No. 167 and 
all other ordinances and sections of ordi- 
rances in conflict herewith. BE IT OR- 
DAINED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING: 
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ARTICLE I 
Definitions 


Section 1. Wherever in this Ordinance 
the following terms are used, they shall 
have the meaning respectively ascribed to 
them in this section. 


Street or Highway. Every way or place 
of whatever nature open to the use of the 
public, as a matter of right, for purposes 
of vehicular travel. 


Private Road or Driveway. Every road 
or driveway not open to the use of the 
public for purposes of vehicular travel. 


Roadway. 
highway between the regularly established 
curb lines or that part improved and in- 
tended to be used for vehicular travel. 


Sidewalk. That portion of a street be- 
tween the curb lines and the adjacent 
property lines. 


Intersection. The area embraced within 
the prolongation or connection of the 
lateral curb lines, if none, then of the 
lateral boundary lines of two or more 
streets or highways which join one another 
at an angle, whether or not one such 
street or highway crosses the other. 


Crosswalk. That portion of a roadway 
ordinarily included within the prolonga- 
tion or connection of curb and property 
lines at intersections, or any other portion 
of a roadway clearly indicated for pedes- 
trian crossing by lines or other markings 
on the surface. 


Safety Zone. The area or space officially 
set apart within a roadway for the exclu- 
sive use of pedestrians and which is pro- 
tected or so marked or indicated by ade- 
quate signs as to be plainly visible at all 
times while set apart as a safety zone. 


Vehicle. Every device in, upon or by 
which any person or property is or may 
be transported or drawn upon a_ public 
highway, except devices moved by human 
power or used exclusively upon stationery 
rails or tracks. 


Motor Vehicle. Every vehicle as herein 
defined, which is self propelled. 


Authorized Emergency Vehicle. Vehicles 
of the Fire Department, police vehicles and 
such ambulances and emergency vehicles 
of municipal departments or public service 
corporations as are designated or author- 
ized by the City Council. 


Pedestrian. Any person afoot. 


Traffic. Pedestrians, ridden or herded 
animals, vehicles, street cars and other 
conveyances either singly or together while 
using any street for purposes of travel. 


Right of Way. The privilege of the im- 
mediate use of the street or highway. 


Parking. The standing of a_ vehicle, 
whether occupied or not, upon a roadway, 


That portion of a street or - 
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otherwise than temporarily for the purpose 
of and while actually engaged in loading 
or unloading, or in obedience to traffic 
regulations or traffic signs and signals. 


Official Traffic Signs. All signs, mark- 
ings and devices other than signals, not 
inconsistent with this Ordinance, placed 
or erected by authority of a public body 
or official having jurisdiction, for the pur- 


pose of guiding, directing, warning or 


regulating traffic. 


Official Traffic Signals. All signals not 
inconsistent with this Ordinance, placed 
or erected by authority of a public body 
or official having jurisdiction, for the pur- 
pose or directing, warning or regulating 
traffic. 


Traffic Control Signal. Any device, 
whether manually, electrically or mech- 
anically operated, by which traffic is alter- 
nately directed to stop or proceed. 


Police Officers. Every officer of the 
Municipal Police Department or any officer 
authorized to direct or regulate traffic or 
to make arrests for violations of traffic 
regulations. 


Double Parking. The standing of a 
vehicle upon a street outside of another 
vehicle which is parked at the curb. 


A Commercial Vehicle. A Commerciai 
Vehicle as used in this Ordinance, shall 
mean and include all motor vehicles used 
for the transportation of passengers for 
hire and those constructed or used for 
by mata ate of goods, wares or merchan- 
ise. 


Business District. The territory con- 
tiguous to a highway when fifty per cent 
or more of the frontage thereon for a 
distance of three hundred feet or more 
is occupied by buildings in use for business. 


Residential District. The territory con- 
tiguous to a highway not comprising a 
business district when the frontage on such 
highway for a distance of three hundred 
feet or more is mainly occupied by dwell- 
ing or by dwellings and buildings in use 
for business. 


ARTICLE II 
AUTHORITY OF POLICE 
Police to Direct Traffic 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
Police Department of this city to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordinance. Officers 
of the Police Department are hereby auth- 
orized to direct all traffic either in person 
or by means of visible or audible signal 
in conformance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance, provided that in the event of 
a fire or other emergency or to expedite 
traffic or safeguard pedestrians, officers of 
the Police or Fire Department may direct 
traffic, as conditions may require, notwith- 
standing the provisions of this Ordinance. 
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Emergency Regulations 


Section 3. The Chief of Police is hereby 
empowered to make and enforce regula- 
tions necessary to make effective the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance and to make and 
enforce temporary regulations to cover 
emergency or special conditions. 


Obedience to Police 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to refuse or fail to comply with 
any lawful order, signal or direction of a 
police officer. 


Public Employees to Obey Traffic 
Regulations 


Section 5. The provisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall apply to the driver of any 
vehicle owned or used in the service of 
the U. S. Government, this State, County 
or City and it shall be unlawful for any 
said driver to violate any of the provisions. 


Exceptions to Ambulances and Emergency 
Vehicles 


Section 6. The provisions of this Ordi- 
nance regulating the movement, parking 
and standing of vehicles, shall not apply 
to authorized emergency vehicles as defined 
in this Ordinance while the driver of such 
vehicle is operating the same in an emer- 
gency in the necessary performance of 
public ‘duties. This exemption shall not 
however, protect the driver of any such 
vehicle the consequences of a reckless dis- 
regard of the safety of others. 


Section 7. Every person propelling any 
push cart or riding a bicycle or an animal] 
upon a roadway, and every person driving 
any animal, shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance applicable to the 
driver of any vehicle except those pro- 
visions of this Ordinance with reference 
to the equipment of vehicles and except 
those provisions which by their very 
nature can have no application. 


Permission for Parades 


Section 9. Permission for all parades 
must be obtained from the Chief of Police 
or City Council and he or they may desig- 
nate the routes of said parade. 


ARTICLE III 
Trafic Signs and Signals 


Section 9. (a) The Traffic Commission 
shall determine and designate the char- 
acter or type of all official signs and 
signals and the Traffic Commission is here- 
by authorized, and as to those signs and 
signals. required hereunder, it shall be 
their duty, to place and.maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained all official 
traffic signs and signals. All signs and 
signals required hereunder for a particular 
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purpose shall so far as practicable be uni- 
form as to type and location throughout 
the city. 


(b) No provision of this Ordinance for 
which signs are required shall be enforced 
against an alleged violator if, at the time 
and place of the alleged violation, the sign 
herein required is not in proper position 
and sufficiently legible to be seen by an 
ordinary observant person. Whenever a 
particular section does not state that signs 
are required, such section shall be effective 
without signs being erected to give notice 
thereof. 


(c) When any regulation is amended or 
repealed, the sign evidencing the existence 
of the same shall be correspondingly 
changed or removed by the Traffic Com- 
mission. 


Obedience to Traffic Signs and Signals 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle to disobey the in- 
structions of any official traffic sign or 
signal placed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, unless otherwise 
directed by a police officer. 


Traffic Control Signal Legend 


Section 11. (a) Whenever traffic at an 
intersection is controlled by traffic control 
signals exhibiting colored lights or the 
words “Go,” “Caution” and “Stop,” said 
lights and terms shall indicate as follows, 
except as provided in Section 18. 


Green or ‘‘Go’’—Traffic facing the signal 
may proceed, except that vehicular traffic 
shall yield the right of way to pedestrians 
and vehicles lawfully within a crosswalk 
or the intersection at the time such signal 
was exhibited. 


Yellow or “Caution’’—when. shown alone 
following the green or “‘Go”—Traffic fac- 
ing the signal shall stop before entering 
the nearest crosswalk at the intersection 
unless so close to the intersection that a 
stop’ cannot be made in safety. 


Red or “Stop’—tTraffic facing the signal 
shall stop before entering the nearest cross- 
walk at the intersection or at such other 
point as may be designated by the City 
Council, and remain standing until green 
or ‘Go’ is shown alone. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle intending to 
turn to the right or left at an intersection 
where traffic is controlled by traffic control 
signals or by a police officer shall proceed 
to make either turn with proper care to 
avoid accident and upon the “Go” signal, 
unless otherwise directed by a police officer 
or by official traffic signs or special signals. 


(c) A right hand turn may be made at 
all times when proceeding with traffic, pro- 
viding the other provisions of this Ordi- 
nance are obeyed. A right hand turn may 
be made against the stop signal providing 
the vehicle is brought to a complete stop 
before making the turn. 
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Display of Unauthorized Signs and Signals 
Prohibited ; 


Section 12. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to place or maintain or to displav 
upon or in view of any street any un- 
official sign, signal or device which pur- 
ports to be or is an imitation of or resem- 
bles an official traffic sign or signal or 
which attempts to direct the movement of 
traffic or which hides from view or inter- 
feres with the effectiveness of any official 
sign or signal. Every such prohibited sign, 
signal or device is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance and the Traffic Commission 
is hereby empowered to remove the same, 
or cause it to be removed, without notice. 


Interference With Signs and Signals 
Prohibited 


Section 138. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to wilfully deface, injure, move, ob- 
struct or interfere with any official traffic 
sign or signal. 


Traffic Director to Designate Crosswalk 


Section 14. The Traffic Director is here- 
by authorized to establish and to designate 
and shall thereafter maintain, or cause to 
be maintained, by appropriate devices, 
marks or lines upon the surface of the 
roadway, crosswalks at intersections where 
in his opinion there is particular danger 
of pedestrians crossing the roadway, and 
at such other places as he may deem nec- 
essary. 


Traffic Director to Designate Safety Zone 


Section 15. (a) The Traffic Director, sub- 
ject to the approval of the City Council, 
shall establish safety zones of such kind 
and character and at such places as he 
may deem necessary for the protection of 
pedestrians. 


(b) The Traffic Director is also author- 
ized to mark lanes for ‘traffic on street 
pavements at such places as he may deem 
advisable consistent with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE IV 
Left Turn Prohibited 


Section 16. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not make a left turn at the following in- 
tersections: 

Washington Avenue at the intersections 
of Ottawa Street, Michigan Avenue, Alle- 
gan Street and Washtenaw Street. 


Michigan Avenue at the intersection of 
Grand Avenue between the hours of 4 P. M. 
and 6 P. M. except on Sundays and Legal 
Holidays, and provided further that this 
shall not apply to busses of the Michigan 
Transportation Company. 
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Signs shall be erected and maintained 
designating the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance, 


Pedestrians’ Rights and Duties 


Section 17. (a) The driver of any vehi- 
cle shall yield the right of way to a pedes- 
trian crossing the roadway within any 
marked crosswalk or within any unmarked 
crosswalk at the end of a block except 
at intersections where the movement of 
traffic is being regulated by police officers 
or traffic control signal, or at any point 
where a pedestrian tunnel or overhead 
crossing has been provided. 


(b) Whenever any vehicle has stopped 
at a marked crosswalk or at any inter- 
section to permit a pedestrian to cross the 
roadway, it shall be unlawful for’ the 
driver of any other vehicle approaching 
from the rear to overtake and pass such 
stopped vehicle. 


(c) Every pedestrian crossing a road- 
way at any point other than within a 
marked or unmarked crosswalk shall yield 


* the right of way to vehicles upon the road- 


way. 


(d) The provisions of this section shall 
not relieve the driver of a vehicle or the 
pedestrian from the duty to exercise due 
care, 


(e) Blind pedestrians by holding out 
horizontally a white cane in the direction 
they desire to travel over cross-walks on 
any street, avenue, alley or other public 
highway in the City of Lansing, shall be 
given the right of way over all pedestrians 
except police and fire department vehicles 
and ambulances. 


Section 18. At intersections where traf- 
fic is controlled by traffic control signals 
or by police officers, drivers of vehicles 
shall yield the right of way to pedestrians 
crossing or those who have started to cross 
the roadway on a green or “Go” signal, 
and in all other cases pedestrians shall 
yield the right of way to vehicles law- 
fully proceding directly ahead on a green 
or “Go” signal. 


Section 19. Pedestrians shall move, 
whenever practicable, upon the right half 
of crosswalks. 


Section 20. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to stand jn a roadway for the pur- 
pose of soliciting a ride from the operator 
of any private vehicle. 


ARTICLE V 


Boarding or Alighting from Busses or 
Vehicles 


Section 21. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to board or alight from any Bus 
or vehicle while such Bus or vehicle is in 
motion. It shall be unlawful for any 
Bus or vehicle to proceed unless the doors 
of such Bus or vehicle are closed. 
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Bus Stops 


Section 22. (a) Busses shal] stop on the 
near side of intersection streets for the 
purpose of taking on or discharging pas- 
sengers: Provided, that when, in_ the 
opinion of the Chief of Police, a near- 
side stop’ would tend to cause danger, 
inconvenience or discomfort to passengers 
at a particular intersection, he may order 
the far-side stop at such intersection and 
upon notice of such order the bus company 
or municipality operating such busses, its 
agents and employees, shall comply with 
the same and shall mark in a manner 
satisfactory to the Chief of Police the loca- 
tion of the stopping of such busses. 


(b) The City Council may designate 
other streets at which busses shall stop be- 
fore crossing and upon notice of such 
regulation being served upon the company 
or municipality operating such busses, it 
shall, through its agents and employees, 
thereafter comply with the same. 


(c) The Chief of Police and City Clerk 
shall keep an official copy of all orders 
served upon any operator of busses which 
copy shall be available for public inspec- 
tion. 


Unlawful Riding 


Section 23. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to ride on any bus or vehicle 
upon any portion thereof not designated or 
intended for the use of passengers when 
the vehicle is in motion. This provision 
shall not apply to an employe engaged in 
necessary discharge of a duty, or to per- 
sons riding within truck bodies in space 
intended for merchandise. 


Railway Trains and Busses Not to Block 
: Streets 


Section 24. It shall be unlawful for the 
directing officer or the operator of any 
steam train or bus to direct the operation 
of or to operate the same in such a man- 
ner as to prevent the use of any street 
for purposes of travel for a period of time 
longer than five minutes, except that this 
provision shall not apply to trains or 
busses in motion other than those en- 
gaged in switching. It shall be unlawful 
for any bus to stop within an intersection 
or on a crosswalk for the purpose of 
receiving or discharging passengers. 


ARTICLE VI 


Stopping, Standing and Parking Use Side 
Nearest Curb 


Section 25. So far as practicable «all 
persons shall alight from vehicles and board 
same upon the side nearest to the curb. 


Stopping Prohibited in Specified Places 


Section 26. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of a vehicle to stop, stand or park 
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such vehicle in any of the following 
places, except when necessary to avoid 
conflict with other traffic or in compliance 
with the direction of a police officer or 
traffic control sign or signal: 


(1) Within an intersection. 
(2) On a crosswalk. 


(3) Within twenty-five (25) feet from 
the intersection of curb lines, or if none, 
then within fifteen (15) feet of the inter- 
section of property lines at an intersection, 
except at alleys. 


(4) Within thirty (30) feet upon the 


approach to any flashing beacon, stop sign 
or traffic control signal located at the sid 
of the roadway. ; 


(5) Within fifty (50) feet of the drive- 
way entrance to any fire station. 


(6) Within fifteen (15) feet of a fire 
hydrant. 


(7) In front of a private driveway. 
(8) On a sidewalk. 


(9) Alongside or opposite any street 
excavation or obstruction when such stop- 
ping, standing: or parking would obstruct 
traffic. 


(10) On the roadway side of any vehicle 
stopped or parked at the edge or curb of 
a street. 


(11) At any place where official signs 
have been erected prohibiting standing and 
parking. 


(12) On the left of the center of the 
street at a railroad crossing or other cross- 
ings where there are stop signals. 


Section 27. (a) It shall be unlawful for 
the driver of a vehicle to stop, stand or 
park said vehicle for a period of time 
longer than is necessary for the expeditious 
loading or unloading of passengers in any 
place marked as a passenger zone. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of a vehicle to stop, stand or park said 
vehicle for a period of time longer than is 
necessary for the expeditious loading or 
unloading of passengers, or for the unload- 
ing and delivery or pick up and loading of 
materials, in any place marked as a load- 
ing zone. In no ease shall the stop for 
loading and for unloading of materials 
exceed thirty (30) minutes. 


Bus Stops and Taxi-Cab Stands 


Section 28. City Council shall have au- 
thority to establish bus stops and taxi-cab 
stands. 


Section 29. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle other than a bus to 
stand or park in an officially designated bus 
stop, or for any vehicle other than a taxi- 
cab to stand or park in an officially desig- 
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-Nated taxi-cab stand, or for any vehicle 
other than a hackney to stand or park in 
any officially designated hackney stand, 
except that the driver of any passenger 
vehicle may temporarily stop in any such 
stop or stand for the purpose of and while 
actually engaged in the loading or unload- 
ing of passengers. 


Section 30. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any bus, taxi-cab or hackney to 
stand or park upon any street in any busi- 
ness district at any place other than at a 
bus stop, taxi-cab stand or hackney stand 
respedtively, except that this provision 
shall not prevent the driver of any such 
vehicle from temporarily stopping in 
accordance with other stopping or parking 
regulations at any place for the purpose 
of and while actually engaged in loading 
or unloading passengers. 


Parking Commercial Vehicles Regulated 


Section 31. (a) No detached trailers 
shall be parked in any street or alley. 


(b) No truck of more than thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be parked in any public 
street or alley for more than one hour. 


(c) No vehicle shall project more than 
twenty -(20) feet from the curb. 


Parking Prohibited in Certain Places 


Section 32. (a) It shall be unlawful for 
any driver to stop, stand or park any 
vehicle upon a street, other than an alley, 
in such a manner or under such conditions 
as to leave available less than ten (10) 
feet of the width of the roadway for free 
movement of vehicular traffic, except that 
a driver may stop temporarily during the 
actual loading or unloading of passengers 
or when necessary in obedience to traffic 
regulations or traffic signs or signals or a 
police officer. 


(b) The City Council shall have 
authority to designate no parking zones 
in front of the entrance to any theatre, 
church, office building, public dance hall, 
club, private or public driveway, or build- 
ing which is designated to be a building 
in which-a large number of people are 
accustomed to gather. No vehicle shall be 
permitted to stand, in such no _ parking 
zones, except for the purpose of stopping 
to take on or discharging passengers or 
merchandise. 


Section 33. All vehicles except as here- 
in noted shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 
twelve inches of the curb. 


(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not 
park such vehicle for longer than One 
hour on the same side of the street in any 
one block between the hours of 8:00 A. M. 
and 6:00 P. M., except on those streets 
where the time limit is shown as from 
6:00 A. M. to 2:00 A. M. of any day ex- 
cept Sundays and Legal Holidays in the 
following described districts:

Vehicles shall not park in 
public alleys; Provided, that commercial 
vehicles may park in public alleys not 
longer than necessary to load and unload. 
Provided further, that vehicles may be 
parked parallel, except between the hours 
of 2:00 a. m. and 6:00 a. m., for not 
more than one hour on the west side of 
the public alley extending between the 100 
block West Allegan Street and the 100 
block West Washtenaw Street. 


All Night Parking Prohibited 


Section 42. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle to park said vehicle 
on any street between the hours of 2:00 
a. m. and 5:00 a..m. of any day. 


Obstructing Street Proh‘bited . 


Section 43. (a)’ No vehicle shall be 
allowed to remain upon or be driven 
through any highway so as to blockade or 
obstruct the said highway. 


(b) Whenever a vehicle becomes stalled 
upon a street or when, because of damage 
or other reason, it cannot be moved by 
its own power and consequently blockades 
the street or interferes with the use of 
same by other vehicles, it shall be the 
duty of its owner and its operator to re- 
move the same, by towing or otherwise, 
within a reasonable time. 


Standing or Parking Close to Curb 


Section 44. (a) Except when necessary 
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in obedience to traffic regulations or traffic, 
signs or signals, the driver of a vehicle 
shall not stop, stand or park such vehicle 
in a roadway other than parallel with the 
edge of the roadway, headed in the direc- 
tion of traffic, and with the curb-side 
wheels of the vehicle within 12 inches of 
the edge of the roadway, except as pro- 
vided in the following paragraphs: 


(1) Upon*tthose streets which have been 
marked or signed for anglé parking, vehi- 
cles shall be parked at the angle to the 
curb indicated by such marks or signs. 


(2) The City Council shall determine 
upon what streets angle parking shall be 
permitted and the Traffic Commission shall 
mark or sign such streets or cause the 
same to be marked or signed. 


Parking Between Curb and Sidewalk 
Prohibited 


Section 45. No motor vehicle shall be 
parked, kept or stored between the curb 
and sidewalk, except where said space is 
paved, on any street within the City of 
Lansing. 


Parking Vehicle For Sale Prohibited 


Section 46. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to park upon a street any vehicle 
displayed for sale. 


Section 47. It shall be unlawful to oper- 
ate upon the public streets of the City of: 
Lansing any vehicle or conveyance where- 
on there is operated any loud speaker, pub- 
lic address system or radio device for the 
purpose of advertising. 


ARTICLE VII 
OPERATION OF VEHICLES 


Stop Before Entering a Through Street 


Section 48. (a) The following streets and 
parts of streets are hereby declared to 
constitute stop streets for the purpose of 
this section: 


All streets designated as State or U. S. 
trunk lines. 


KALAMAZOO STREET, except that it 
be a‘stop street at the intersection of 
Logan Street, Washington Avenue, Cedar 
Street and Shepard Street. 


LOGAN STREET from Main Street to 
Saginaw Street. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE, east. 


MOUNT HOPE AVENUE, except at the 
intersection of Logan Street, Washington 
Avenue and Cedar Street. 


PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE, except 
that it be a stop street at the intersection 
of Grand River Avenue, Saginaw Street, 
Michigan Avenue, East Kalamazoo Street, 
and Mount Hope Avenue. 
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SAGINAW STREET. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE, 
Grand River Avenue. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE, south.

Every driver of a vehicle or other con- 
veyance traveling on any street intersect- 
ing any stop street above designated shall 
stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the 
place where such street meets the pro- 
longation of the nearest property line of 
such through street subject however to the 
direction of any traffic control sign or sig- 
nal or any police officer at such intersec- 
tion. 


The traffic commission is-hereby author- 
ized and required to place and maintain 
or cause to be placed and maintained on 
each and every street intersecting a stop 
street designated above, and at or near 
the property line of the stop street, ap- 
propriate signs upon the streets, and in 
addition thereto may place and maintain 
any appropriate device or marks in the 
roadway, such signs, devices or marks to 
bear the word “Stop”? and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be pro- 
vided with letters of a size to be clearly 
legible from a distance of at least one 
hundred feet along the street intersecting 
the stop street. 


(b) The following sections are hereby 
designated at which the City Council may 
erect at one or more entrances to any in- 
tersection stop signs of the type and to 
have the effect of the stop signs provided 
for in sub-section (a) of this section: 


On Linval Street at the entrance to 
Isbell Street. 


On all entrances to the intersection of 
North and Turner Streets. 


On Cedar Street at the north entrance 
to Shiawassee Street. 


On Coleman Street at the north en- 
trance to Smith Avenue. 


(c) The driver of any vehicle who has 
stopped as required by law in obedience to 
a stop sign at an intersection shall yield 
to other vehicles within the intersection or 
approaching so closely on the intersecting 
street as to constitute an immediate 
hazard, but said driver having so yielded 
may proceed, and other vehicles approach- 
ing the intérsection on the intersecting 
street shall yield to the vehicle so proceed- 
ing into or crossing the intersecting street. 


One Way Streets or Alleys - 


Section 49. Vehicular traffic shall move 
only in the indicated direction: Upon such 
streets or alleys as the City Council may 
hereafter direct. 


A sign indicating the direction of traffic 
shall be erected and maintained at every 
intersection where movement in the oppo- 
site direction is prohibited. 


al s 
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Drive on Right Side of Highway 


Section 50. (a) Upon all highways of 
sufficient width, other than one-way high- 
ways a vehicle shall be driven upon the 
right half of the highway except when the 
right half is out of repair and for such 
reason impassable or when overtaking and 
passing another vehicle subject to the 
limitations set forth in Section 47. 


(b) In driving upon the right half of a 
highway the driver shall drive as closely 
as practicable to the right hand edge or 
curb of the highway except when over- 
taking or passing another vehicle, or when 
placing a vehicle in position to make a 
left turn. 


(c) In approaching any bridge, viaduct, 
or tunnel, or approaching a crossing, a 
railroad right of way or an intersection of 
highways, the driver of a vehicle shall at 
all times cause such vehicle to travel on 
the right half of the highway unless such 
right half is out of repair and for such 
reason impassable. This provision shall] 
not apply upon a one-way street. 


(d) In driving upon a one-way highway 
the driver shall drive as closely as prac- 
ticable to the right-hand edge or curb of 
the highway except when overtaking or 
passing or traveling parallel with another 
vehicle or when placing a vehicle in posi- 
tion to make a left turn. 


Limitation on Driving on Left Side of 
Highway 


Section 51. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not drive to the left side of the center line 
of a highway in overtaking and passing 
another vehicle proceeding in the same di- 
rection unless such left side is clearly 
visible and is free from oncoming traffic 
for a sufficient distance ahead to permit 
such overtaking and passing to be com- 
pletely made without impeding the safe 
operation of any vehicle approaching from 
the opposite direction or any vehicle over- 
taken, nor shall the driver of a vehicle in 
any event drive to the left side of the 
center line of a highway when approach- 
ing the crest of a grade or upon a curve 
in the highway where the driver’s view 
along the highway is obstructed within a 
safe driving distance. 


Overtaking a Vehicle 


Section 52. Except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this section the following rules 
shall govern the overtaking and passing 
of vehicles: 


(a) The driver of a vehicle overtaking 
another vehicle proceeding in the same 
direction shall pass to the left thereof at a 
safe distance and shall not again drive to 
the right side of the highway until safely 
clear of such overtaken vehicle. 


(b) The driver of an overtaken vehicle 
shall give way to the right in favor of the 
overtaking vehicle on suitable and audible 
signal and shall not increase the speed of 
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@his vehicle until ,completely passed by the 
overtaking vehicle. 


(c) In the event vehicles on a street or 
highway are moving in two or more sub- 
stantially continuous lines the provisions 
of subdivisions (a) and. (b) of this section 
shall not be considered as prohibiting the 
vehicles in one such line overtaking or 
passing the vehicles in another such line 
either upon the right or the left nor shall 
the provisions of subdivisions (a) and (b) 
of this section be construed to prohibit a 
driver overtaking and passing upon _ the 
right another vehicle which is making or 
about to make a left turn. 


(d) The driver of an overtaking motor 
vehicle when traveling outside of a_ busi- 
ness or residence district and under other 
conditions when necessary to insure safe 
operation shall give audible warning with 
his horn or other warning device before 
passing or attempting to pass a _ vehicle 
proceeding in the same direction. 


Restrictions as to Speed—(A) Basic Rule 


Section 58.. No person shall drive a vehi- 
cle upon a highway at a speed greater 
than is reasonable and prudent, having 
due regard to the traffic, surface and width 
of the highway and the hazard at inter- 
sections and any OcnEE conditions then 
existing. 


Nor shall any person drive at a speed 
which is greater than will permit the 
driver to exercise proper control of the 
vehicle and to decrease speed or _ stop 
as may be necessary to avoid colliding 
with any person, vehicle or other convey- 
ance upon or entering the highway in com- 
pliance with legal requirements and with 
the duty of drivers and other persons 
using the highway to exercise due care, 
provided, that this provision shall not be 
construed to relieve the plaintiff in any 
civil action from the burden of proving 
negligence upon the part of the defendant 
as to the proximate cause of an accident. 


Application of Indicated Speeds 


(b) Any person who drives a_ vehicle 
upon a highway at a speed in excess of 
that indicated as follows for the particular 
district or location, and who, while so 
driving violates the basic rule set forth 
in subdivision (a) shall upon conviction be 
punished by imprisonment in the County 
or Municipal jail for a period of not more 
than ninety days, or by fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 


Said indicated speeds are as follows: 
1. Ten miles per hour: 


a. When driving in an alley. 


b. ‘When making a turn at a corner. 
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2. Fifteen miles per hour: 


a. When passing a school building or 
the grounds thereof during school 
recess or while children are going 
to or leaving school during open- 
ing or closing hours. 


b. In any business district as defined 
herein. 


3. Twenty miles per hour: 


- a. In any residence district as defined 
herein. 


Complaints and Notices to Appear 


. (ec) In every charge of violation of this 
Section the complaint, also the summons 
or notice to appear, shall specify the speed 
at which the defendant is alleged to have 
driven, also the speed indicated in this Sec- 
tion for the district or location, and in the 
event charge shal]l also be made of viola- 
tion of any other provision of this act, 
the complaint and the summons or notice 
to appear shall also specify such other 
offence alleged to have been committed. 


When Speed Limit Not Applicable 


Section 54. The speed limits set forth 
in this act shall not apply to authorized 
emergency vehicles when operated in emer- 
gencies and the drivers thereof sound 
audible signal by bell, siren or exhaust 
whistle. This provision shall not relieve 
the driver of an authorized emergency 
vehicle from the duty to drive with due 
regard for the safety of all persons using 
the street, nor shall it protect the driver 
of any such vehicle from the consequence 
of a reckless disregard of the safety of 
others. 


Minimum Speed Regulations 


Section 55. It shall be unlawful for 
any person unnecessarily to drive at such 
a slow speed as to impede or block the 
normal and reasonable movement of traf- 
fic except when reduced speed is necessary 
for safe operation or because upon a grade 
or when the vehicle is a truck or truck 
and trailer necessarily or in compliance 
with law proceeding at reduced speed. 


Traffic and police officers are hereby au- 
thorized to enforce this provision by direc- 
tions to drivers and in the event of apparent 
wilful disobedience to this provision and 
refusal to comply with direction of an offi- 
cer in accordance herewith the continued 
slow motion by a driver shall be unlawful. 


Right of Way Between Vehicles 


Section 56. fa) Vehicles approaching an 
intersection. The driver of a vehicle ap- 
proaching an _ intersection shall yield 
the right of way to a vehicle which 
has entered the _ intersection. When 
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two vehicles enter an intersection at the 
same time the driver of the vehicle on the 
left shall yield to the driver on the right. 


(b) Vehicle entering a stop highway. 
The driver of any vehicle who has stopped 
as required by law at the entrance to a 
stop highway shall yield to other vehicles 
within the intersection or approaching so 
closely on the stop highway as to consti- 
tute an immediate hazard, but said driver 
having so yielded may proceed and other 
vehicles approaching the intersection on 
the stop highway shall yield to the vehicle 
so proceeding into or across the stop high- 
way. 


(c) Vehicle turning left at an intersec- 
tion. The driver of a vehicle within an 
intersection intending to turn to the left 
shall yield to any vehicle approaching from 
the opposite direction which is within the 
intersection or so close thereto as to con- 
stitute an immediate hazard, but said 
driver having so yielded and having given 
a signal when and as required by law may 
make such left turn, and other vehicles 
approaching the intersection from _ said 
opposite direction shall yield to the driver 
making the left turn. 


Exceptions to Right of Way 


Section 57. (a) The driver of a vehicle 
entering a public highway from a private 
road or drive shall yield the right of way 
to all vehicles approaching on such public 
highway. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle upon a high- 
way shall yield the right of way to author- 
ized emergency vehicles when the latter 
are operated in emergencies and the driv- 
ers thereof sound audible signal. This 
provision shall not operate to relieve the 
driver of an authorized emergency vehicle 
from the duty to drive with due regard for 
the safety of all persons using the high- 
way, nor shall it protect the driver of any 
such vehicle from the consequence of arbi- 
trary exercise of such right of way. 


Reckless Driving 


Section 58. Any person who drives any 
vehicle upon a highway carelessly and 
heedlessly in wilful or wanton disregard 
of the rights or safety of others, or with- 
out due caution or circumspection and at a 
speed or in a manner so as to endanger or 
be likely to endanger any person or prop- 
erty, shall be guilty of reckless driving. 


Every person who is convicted of reck- 
less driving shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the municipal or county jail for a 
period of not more than ninety days or by 
fine of not more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 


Following Too Closely 


Section 59. The driver of a motor vehi- - 


cle shall not follow another vehicle more 
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closely than is reasonable and prudent, 
having due regard for the speed of such 
vehicles and the traffic upon and conditions 
of the highway. 


Special Regulations Applicable on Streets 
and Highway as Laned for Traffic 


Section 60. Whenever any street or 
highway has been divided into clearly 
marked lanes for traffic, drivers of vehicles 
shall obey the following regulations: 


(a) A vehicle shall normally be driven 
in the lane nearest the right hand edge 
or curb of the highway when said lane is 
available for travel except when overtak- 
ing another vehicle or in preparation for a 
left turn. 


(b) A vehicle shall be driven as nearly as 
is practicable entirely within a single lane 
and shall not be moved from such lane 
until the driver has first ascertained that 
such movement can be made with safety. 


{c) Upon a highway which is divided 
into three lanes a vehicle shall not be 
driven in the center lane except when 
overtaking and passing another vehicle or 
in preparation for a left turn or unless such 
center lane is at the time allocated excly- 
sively to traffic moving in the direction the 
vehicle is proceeding and is sign-posted or 
marked to give notice of such allocation. 


Persons Under the Influence of Intoxicat- 
ing Liquors or Narcotic Drugs 


. Section 61. It shall be unlawful for any 
person who is an habitual user of narcotic 
drugs, or any person who is under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor or narcotic 
drugs, to drive any vehicle upon any street 
or other public way. 


It shall also be unlawful for the owner 
of any vehicle or any person having such 
vehicle in charge or in contro], to author- 
ize or knowingly allow the same to be 
driven or operated by any person under 
the influence of intoxicating liquor, or any 
narcotic drug upon any public highway. 


Any “person convicted of a, violation of 
this section shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the municipal jail or the county 
jail for not more than ninety days or by 
fine of not more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 


Operation of Vehicles on Approach of 
Authorized Emergency Vehicles 


Section 62. Upon the approach of any 
authorized emergency vehicle or vehicle 
giving audible signal, the driver of every 
other vehicle shall immediately drive the 
same to a position as near as, possible and 
parallel to the right hand edge or curb of 
the street, clear of any intersection, and 
shall stop and remain in such position un- 
til the authorized emergency vehicle or 
vehicles shall have passed unless otherwise 
directed by a police officer shall immediately 
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stop such car clear of any intersection and 
keep it in such position until the author- 
ized emergency vehicle or vehicles shall 
have passed, unless otherwise directed by 
a police officer. 


Following Fire Apparatus Prohibited 


Section 68. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle, other than one on 
official business, to follow closely any fire 
apparatus traveling in response to a fire 
alarm, or to drive into or stop any vehicle 
within the block where fire apparatus has 
stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 


Crossing Fire Hose 


Section 64. No street car or vehicle 
shall be driven over any unprotected hose 
of the fire department when laid down on 
any street, or private driveway to be used 
at any fire or alarm of fire without the con- 
sent of the fire department official in 
command. 


Unlawful to Drive Through Procession Un- 
less Directed by Traffic Control Signals 
or by Police Officer 


Section 65. It shall be unlawful fom the 
driver of any vehicle to interrupt by driv- 
ing between or cutting in on the vehicles 
comprising a funeral or other authorized 
procession while they are in motion, pro- 
vided that said vehicles are conspicuously 
so designated. This provision shall not 
apply at intersections where traffic is con- 
trolled by traffic control signals or police 
officers. 


Limitations on Turning Around 


Section 66. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle to turn such vehicle 
so as to proceed in the opposite direction 
unless such movement can be made in 
safety and without backing or otherwise 
interfering with other traffic. No person 
shall turn any vehicle around at any 
street intersection. No person shall make 
a U turn with a vehicle on Washington 
Avenue between Ottawa and Kalamazoo 
Streets or on Michigan Avenue between 
Washington Avenue and Grand Avenue, 
except between the hours of 5 o’clock a. m. 
and 9 o’clock a. m. Eastern Standard Time. 


Signals—Turning and Stopping 


Section 67. Before turning to the right 
or left to: leave a street, and before turn- 
ing around or stopping thereon or before 
materially varying the course in which the 
vehicle is proceeding, the driver of a vehi- 
cle shall give a timely warning signal to 
other drivers by extending the arm beyond 
and outside of the vehicle, holding the same 
in a horizontal position for a_ sufficient 
time to apprise approaching drivers of 
vehicles of his intention to change his 
course or stop, as the case may be. Pro- 
vided, however, that in lieu of such sig- 
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nal, signals may be given by any mechan- 
ical or electrical device which conveys an 
intelligent warning to another driver ap- 
proaching from’ the rear. In all cases the 
driver of a vehicle to whom such signal 
has been given, as required in this section, 
shall bring and keep his vehicle under such 
control as to be able to avoid an accident 
resulting from any misunderstanding of 
such signals, and shall in all cases heed 
ger such warning as shall have been given 
im. 


Standing Vehicle—Give Signal 


Section 68. A standing vehicle about to 
start shall give moving vehicle the right 
of way and the operator thereof shall give 
a timely and visible warning signal by 
extending the arm, as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, before so starting. 


Turning at Intersections 


Section 69. The driver of a vehicle in- 
tending to turn at an intersection shall do 
so as follows, unless a different method of 
turning is directed by buttons, markers or 
signs at intersections, in which event 
turns shall ‘be made in accordance with the 
directions of such markers, buttons or 
signs: 


(a) Approach for a right turn shall be 
made in the lane for traffic nearest to the 
right hand side of the highway and _ the 
right turn shall be made as closely as 
practicable to the right hand curb or edge 
of the highway. 


(b) Approach for a left turn shall be 
made in the lane for traffic to the right 
of and nearest to the center line of the 
highway, and the left turn shall be made 
by passing to the right of such center line 
where it enters the intersection and upon 
leaving the intersection by passing to the 
right of the center line of the highway 
then entered. 


(c) Approach for a left turn from a 
two-way street into a one-way street shall 
be made in the lane for traffic to the right 
of and nearest to the center line of the 
highway and by passing to the right of 
such center line where it enters the inter- 
section. A left turn from a one-way 
street into a two-way street shall be made 
by passing to the right of the center line 
of the street being entered upon leaving 
the intersection. 


Turning Around Prohibited Upon Curve or 
Approach to Crest of Grade 


Section 70. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not turn such vehicle around so as to pre- 
cede in the opposite direction upon any 
curve or upon the approach to or near 
the crest of a grade or at any place upon 
a highway where the view of such vehicle 
is obstructed within a safe driving dis- 
tance along the highway in either direc- 
tion. 
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Limitation on Backing 


Section 71. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not back the same unless such movement 
can be made in safety. 


Emerging from Alley or Private Driveway 


Section 72. The driver of a _ vehicle 
emerging from an alley, driveway or build- 
ing shall stop such vehicle immediately 
prior to driving onto a sidewalk or onto 
a sidewalk area extending across an 
alley. 


Stop Required in Obedience to Signal In- 
dicating Approach of Train 


Section 73. Whenever any person driv- 
ing a vehicle approaches a high- 
way or steam railway grade _ cross- 
ing and a clearly visible and positive sig- 
nal gives warning of the immediate ap- 
proach of a railway train or car, it shall 
be unlawful for the driver of the vehicle 
to fail to stop the vehicle before traversing 
such grade crossing. 


Vehicle Shall Not Be Driven on Sidewalks 


Section 74. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not drive within any sidewalk area except 
at a permanent or temporary driveaway. 


Excessive Noise or Smoke Prohibited 


Section 75. It shall be deemed a viola- 
tion of this Ordinance for any person in 
charge or control of any vehicle to make, 
with such vehicle, or any device connected 
therewith any excessive noise to annoy the 
public, or unnecesarily to race his motor 
while running idle, or to open the muffler 
on any vehicle, or to permit such vehicle 
or any device thereon to emit an unrea- 
sonable quantity of smoke, or noxious 
gases or vapor. 


Obstruction to Driver’s View of Driving 
Mechanism 


Section 76. (a) It shall be unlawful for 
the driver of any vehicle to drive the same 
when such vehicle is so loaded, or when 
there are in the front seat of such vehicle 
such number of persons, as to obstruct the 
view of the driver to the front or sides, 
or to interfere with the operator’s control 
over the driving mechanism of the vehicle. 


(b) Not more than three persons shall 
occupy the front or driver’s seat of a 
motor vehicle and no person, adult or 
minor shall be seated in the lap of the 
driver nor shall be seated in the lap of a 
person occupying the front seat, when the 
motor vehicle is in motion. 


(c) It shall be unlawful for any 
passenger in a vehicle to ride in such 
position as_ to interfere with the 
driver’s view ahead or to the sides, or to 
interfere with the driver’s control over 
the driving mechanism of the vehicle. 
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(d) Drivers shall have an unobstructed 
view to the rear of their vehicles by direct 
view or by mirror. Windshield in front 
of a driver shall be kept clear of Girt, 
snow and ice or opened so that the driver’s 
view is unobstructed. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive any vehicle upon 
a highway with any sign poster or other 
non-transparent material upon the front 
windshield, side wings, side or rear win- 
dows of such motor vehicle other than a 
certificate or other paper required to be 
displayed by law. 


Horns and Warning Devices 


Section 77. (a) Every motor’ vehicle 
when operated upon a highway shall be 
equipped with a horn in good working 
order capable of emitting a sound audible 
under normal conditions from a distance 
of not less than two hundred feet, and it 
shall be unlawful, except as otherwise 
provided in this section, for any vehicle 
to be equipped with or for any person to 
use upon a vehicle any siren, exhaust, com- 
pression or spark plug whistle or for any 
person at any time to use a horn other- 
wise than as a reasonable warning or to 
make any unnecessary or unreasonable loud 
or harsh sound by means of a horn or 
other warning device. No horn or other 
device used for giving audible signals shall 
be sounded while cars are standing in the 
street except to prevent an accident. 


(b) Every police and fire department 
and fire patrol vehicle and any ambulance 
used for emergency calls may be equipped 
with a bell, siren or exhaust whistle. 


Brakes 


Section 78. Every motor vehicle when 
operated on a highway shall be equipped 
with brakes adequate to control the move- 
ment of and to stop and to hold such 
vehicle, including two separate means of 
applying the brakes, each of which shall 
be effective to apply the brakes to at least 
two wheels and so constructed that no 
part which is liable to failure shall be 
common to two except that a motorcycle 
need be equipped with only one brake. 


Adequate brakes shall consist of a serv- 
ice brake capable of stovping the vehicle 
within a distance of 40 feet from a speed 
of 20 miles per hour on a dry, smooth, 
hard surface road free from any loose 
material; and an emergency brake capable 
of holding the vehicle on any grade which 
it can ascend. 


Clinging to Moving Vehicles 


Section 79. It shall be unlawful for any 
person traveling upon any bicycle, motor- 
cycle, coaster sled, roller skates, or any 
toy vehicle to cline to or attach himself 
or his vehicle to any other moving vehicle 
upon any roadway. 


Riding on Handle Bar Prohibited 
Section 80. It shall be unlawful for the 
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operator of any bicycle or motorcycle, when 
upon the street to carry any other person 
upon the handle bar, frame or tank of 
any such vehicle, or for any person to so 
ride upon any such vehicle. 


Use of Coasters, Roller Skates and Similar 
Devices Restricted 


Section 81. It shall be unlawful for any 
person upon: roller skates or riding in or 
by means of any coaster toy vehicle or 
similar device, to go upon any roadway 
gxtept while crossing a street on a cross- 
walk. 


Motor Vehicles Left Unattended, Brakes 
to be Set and Engine Stopped 


Section 82. No person having control 
or charge of motor vehicle shall allow such 
vehicle to stand on any street unattended 
without first setting the brakes thereon 
and stopping the motor of said vehicle, 
and, when standing upon a _ preceptible 
grade without turning the wheels of such 
vehicle to the curb or to the side of the 
street or highway. It shall not be required 
of the operator of a commercial vehicle 
that the engine be stopped, although brakes 
must be set and that the other provisions 
of this section be followed. 


Lights on Parked Vehicles 


Section 83. Whenever a vehicle is parked 
or stopped on a street during the times 
between one-half hour after sunset and 
one-half hour before sunrise or at any 
other time when there is not sufficient 
light to render clearly discernible any 
vehicle on the street from a distance of 
200 feet, there shall be displayed upon such 
vehicle one or more lamps, one of which 
shall be on the roadway side and project 
a white light visible under normal atmos- 
pheric conditions from a distance of 200 
feet to the front of such vehicle and one 
of which lamps shall project a red light 
visible under like conditions from a dis- 
tance of 200 feet to the rear, except that 
such parking light or lights need not be 
displayed upon any vehicle stopped or 
parked in accordance with other provisions 
of this Ordinance upon any street desig- 
nated by the City Council where there is 
sufficient light to reveal any person within 
a distance of 200 feet upon such street. 


Required Lighting Equipment on Vehicles 


Section 84. (a) Every vehicle upon a 
highway within this city during the ‘period 
from a half hour after sunset to a half 
hour before sunrise and at any other time 
when there is not sufficient light to render 
clearly discernible any person on the high- 
way at a distance of 200 feet shall be 
equipped with lighted front and rear lamps 
as in this section respectively required for 
different classes of vehicles and subject 
to exemption with reference to lights on 
parked vehicles as declared in Section 83. 
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Head Lamps on Motor Vehicles 


(b) Every motor vehicle other than a 
motorcycle, road roller, road machinery, 
or farm tractor shall be equipped with two 
head lamps at the front and on opposite 
sides of the motor vehicle, which head 
lamps shall comply with the requirements 
and limitation set forth in Section 88. 


Head Lamps on Motorcycles 


~ 


(c) Every motorcycle shall be equipped 
with at least one and not more than two 
head lamps which shall comply with the 
requirements and limitations set forth in 
Section 88. 


Rear Lamps 


(d) Every motor vehicle and every 
trailer or semi-trailer which is being 
drawn at the end of a train of vehicles 
shall carry at the rear a lamp of the type 
which exhibits a red light plainly visible 
under normal atmospheric conditions from 
a distance of 500 to the rear of such 
vehicle and so constructed and placed that 
the number plate carried on the rear of 
such vehicle shal] under like conditions be 
so illuminated by a white light as to be 
read from a distance of 50 feet to the 
rear of such vehicle. 


1 
Warning Lights 


(e) All trucks weighing more than two 
tons and all tractors, trailers and busses 
operated on the public highways except 
within the limits of incorporated cities and 
villages, shall display in the front and 
rear three green warning lights, lights of 
sufficient candle power to be plainly visible 
at a distance of not less than 200 feet: 
Provided, however, that motor. vehicles 
equipped with acetylene headlights shall be 
deemed to have complied with the pro- 
visions of this act, anything to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, when such head- 
lights are fitted with six-inch bright 
spherical mirrors, five-eighth foot burners 
and clear plane glass fronts, and such 
vehicle displays a green or amber reflect- 
ing device on the extreme left front 
corner of the body thereof, and a reflecting 
device on the rear thereof in the same 
manner as is hereby provided for refiect- 
ing devices upon other trucks, trailers, 
busses and other commercial vehicles. 
Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
sidered as prohibiting the use of acetylene 
lighting systems on motor vehicles. The 
warning lights must be mounted parallel 
to the axles of the truck, tractor, trailer 
or bus, and the lights shall be placed as 
to be not more than nor less than six 
inches apart. The front warning lights 
shall be mounted at the top of the wind- 
shield and in no manner obscured by any 
part of the truck, tractor, trailer or bus. 
The rear warning lights shall be mounted 
at the extreme rear of the truck, tractor, 
trailer or bus where the visibility of same 
is in no manner obscured. 
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Lamps on Bicycles 


_(f) Every bicycle shall be equipped with 

a lighted white lamp on the front thereof 
visible under normal atmospheric condi- 
tions from a distance of at least three 
hundred feet in front of such bicycle and 
shall also be equipped with a reflex mir- 
ror or lamp on the rear exhibiting a red 
light visible under like conditions from a 
distance of at least 200 feet to the rear 
of such bicycle. 


Lights on Other Vehicles 


(g) All vehicles not heretofore in this 
section required to be equipped with 
special lighted lamps shall carry one or 
more lights, lamps or lanterns displaying 
a white light visible under normal atmos- 
pheric eonditions from a distance of not 
less than 500 feet to the front of such 
vehicle and displaying a red light visible 
under like condition from a distance of not 
less than 300 feet to the rear of such 
vehicle. 


Tractors Having Lugs 


Section 85. No traction engine or tractor, 
having lugs attached to its wheels, shall 
be run over, be propelled or operated up- 
on any paved street within the city. 


Projection of Load 


Section 86. Whenever any vehicle is 
loaded with material projecting three feet 
or more from the end of sych vehicle, a 
red cloth shall be fastened at the end of 
such projecting material and at night~ 
time a red light. 


Duty to Stop in Event of Accident 


Section 87. The driver of any vehicle 
involved in an accident resulting in injury 
or death to any person or damage to 
property shall immediately stop such 
vehicle at the scene of such accident, and 
shall give his name and address and regis- 
tration number of his vehicle to the per- 
son struck or to the driver or occupants of 
any vehicle collided with, and shall render 
to any person injured in such accident, 


reasonable assistance, including the carry- . 


ing of such person to a physician or sur- 
geon for medical or surgical treatment, 
if it is apparent that such treatment is 
necessary or is requested by the injured 
person. 


If the operator of such vehicle is not 
the owner thereof said operator shall give 
the name and address of the owner of 
such vehicle, together with the registered 
number thereof. 


Every person convicted under this sec- 
tion upon a charge of failure to stop after 
an accident resulting in injury or death 
to any person shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the municipal jail or the 
county jail for not more than ninety days, 
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or by fine of not more than One Hundred 
Dollars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 


Duty to Report Accidents 


Section 88. (a) The driver of any vehicle 
involved in an accident resulting in in- 
juries or death to any person or property 
damages to an apparent extent of $50 or 
more shall within 24 hours make a written 
report of such accident to the police head- 
quarters in this city. All accident reports 
made under this section shall be without 
prejudice, and shall be for the information 
of the Police Department only, except that 
the Police Department may issue statistical 
reports based thereon. The fact that any 
person has made a written report of an 
accident shall be admissible in evidence 
solely to prove compliance with this sec- 
tion, but no such report or any part 
thereof or statement contained therein shall 
be admissible in evidence for any other 
purpose in any trial, civil or criminal, 
arising out of such accident. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Penalties and Procedure on Arrest 


Section 89. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined not more 
than One Hundred Dollars or be imprisoned 
in the municipal jail for a period not to 
exceed ninety days, or to both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the Court. 


* 


Procedure Upon Arrest 


Section 90. (a) Whenever any person is 
arrested for violating any provision of 
this Ordinance, the arresting officer shall 
take the violator’s name, address, opera- 
tor’s license number and the registration 
number of the motor vehicle involved and 
issue to him in writing on a form pro- 
vided by the Traffic Commission a notice 
to answer to the charges against him 
within three days during hours and at a 
place specified in the notice. The officer 
shall thereupon and upon giving by the 
violator of his written promise to answer 
as specified in the notice, release him from 
custody. The arresting officer shall send 
one copy of such notice to the Chief of 
Police and one copy to the Traffic Viola- 
tions Bureau. 


(b) Whenever any motor vehicle with- 
out a driver is found parked in violation 
of any of the parking restrictions of this 
Ordinance, the officer finding it shall take 
its registration number and any other in- 
formation displayed on the vehicle which 
may identify its user, and affix conspicu- 
ously to such vehicle a notice in writing 
on a form provided by the Traffic Commis- 
sion for the driver to answer to the 
charge against him’ within three days dur- 
ing hours and at a place specified in the 
notice. The officer shall send one copy 
of such notice to the Chief of Police and 
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‘one copy to the Traffic Violations Bureau. 


Dispositions of Fines and Forfeitures 


Section 91. All fines or forfeitures col- 
lected upon conviction or upon the for- 
feiture of bail of any person charged with 
a violation of any of the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be paid into the City 
Brenenee and deposited in the Contingent 

und. 


Effect of Ordinance 


Section 92. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this Ordi- 
nance is for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such decisions shall not effect 
the validity of the remaining portions of 
this Ordinance. The City Council hereby 
declares that it would have passed this 
Ordinance and each section, subsection, 
sentence, clause and phrase thereof, even 
if it had known that any one or more 
sections, subsections, sentences, clauses or 
phrases would be declared unconstitutional. 


Publication of Ordinance 


Section 938. (a) The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this Ordinance 
and cause the same to be published in the 
State Journal. 


The Traffic Commission shall arrange 
for the printing of this Ordinance in 
pamphlet form for free public distribution. 
It may also print, in poster form, the en- 
tire ordinance or excerpts therefrom or 
a synopsis thereof; it shall be the duty 
of the owner and of the operator of every 
public garage, taxicab company or other 
places where vehicles for hire are kept, to 
keep posted in a prominent place, such 
poster as the Traffic Commission shall 
designate. 


Membership and Term of Office 


Section 94. An official Traffic Commis- 
sion is hereby created for the City of 
Lansing to consist of three citizens and 
one Alderman of the City of Lansing to 
be appointed by the Mayor with the ap- 
proval of the City Council, who shall hold 
their offices during the pleasure of the 
Mayor and City Council and until their 
successors are appointed. 


Duties and Responsibilities 


Section 95. (a) Such Traffic Commission 
shall appoint a traffic director and pro- 
vide for a Traffic Violation Bureau and 
continue street traffic survey work, the 
expense plans and personnel thereof to be 
sun iert to the approval of the City Coun- 
eil. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Traffic 
Director to recommend to the City Council 
as a result of scientific and impartial 
study, amendments to existing traffic regu- 
lations and such new measures as may be 
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required to cope with traffic problems. 
The Traffic Director shall have charge of 
the Traffic Bureau. 


(c) Such Traffic Commission is hereby 
authorized to provide the necessary pro- 
cedure whereby those who may violate 
any provision of any traffic ordinance of 
the City of Lansing may have the option 
of paying to such Traffic Cqmmission or 
its duly authorized agent such amount as 
such Commission may deem proper. to 
compensate the City for such traffic vio- 
lation. Provided, that if the Traffic Vio- 
lator does not accept the provisions of his 
action, then such Traffic Commission is 
hereby required to make or cause to be 
made the proper complaint before any 
Justice of the Peace of the City of Lan- 
sing for the prosecution of such violation. 


Section 96. Upon finding a vehicle 
parked ‘or left standing in violation of this 
or any other ordinance of the City of Lan- 
sing, the police officer shall remove such 
vehicle or cause the same to be removed 
to a garage where the same shall be kept 
and detained until the owner or his agent 
or representative pays to the traffic com- 
mission of the City of Lansing the sum’ of 
$2.00 and obtain from the traffic commis- 
sion an order authorizing that such vehicle 
be surrendered. Such removal shall be at 
the risk of the owner or his agent or 
representative and the expense of such re- 
moval and storage of such vehicle shall 
be borne by the said owner or his agent or 
representative and shall be paid to the per- 
son in charge of or who operates such 
garage, whether a public or private estab- 
lishment, before such vehicle is surrend- 
ered to the owner or his agent or repre- 
sentative. The removal and storage of 
the vehicle pursuant hereto shall in no 
way relieve or prevent prosecution for the 
violation of any provisions of the ordi- 
nances of said city upon which removal 
and storage is based. 


Section 97. If any vehicle is found upon 
a street or highway in violation of any 
provisions of this ordinance regulating, 
stopping, standing or parking of a vehicle 
and the identity of the driver cannot be 
determined, the owner, or person in whose 
name such vehicle is registered, shall be 
held prima facie responsible for such vio- 
lation. 


Section 98. This Ordinance is deemed 
to be immediately necessary for the preser- 
vation of the public peace, health and 
safety and shall be given immediate effect. 


Section 99. Ordinance No. 167, entitled 
“An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the 
public streets of the City of Lansing and 
repealing Ordinance No. 35 and all other 
ordinances and sections of ordinances in 
conflict herewith,” is hereby repealed.

It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of of Lansing 
at any time to cause or permit any smoke 
stack within their control to emit and 
precipitate upon the vicinity immediately 
surrounding such smoke stack any atmos- 
pheric ash or fly ash or any other solid 
articles which, on being emitted from such 
smoke stack or after being exposed to the 
atmosphere shal] be of or assume _ such 
density or weight that the same will pre- 
cipitate upon the surrounding area in the 
immediate vicinity of such smoke stack. 


It shall] be deemed prima facie evidence 
of the violation of the provisions of this 
section for any atmospheric ash, fly ash 
or other solid articles to be found within 
any area within the radius of 100 rods of 
any smoke stack within the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing. 


Any person, firm or corporation who 
shall be guilty of violating the provisions 
of this section or who by his action or 
negligence to act, shall contribute to any 
violation of this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not less than 
$5 nor more than $100 for each and every 
day during which the emission of the 
aforesaid fly ash, atmospheric ash or solid 
precipitation shall take place from any 
smoke stack under the control of any such 
individual, firm or corporation. 


The use of any appliance, mechanical or 
artificial means in conjunction with any 
power plant, boiler or smoke stack, shall 
not be a defense to any prosecution under 
this section unless the same shall in effect 
entirely: prevent the emission from such 
smoke stack of any atmospheric ash, fly 
ash or other solid precipitation. 


Section 2. This ordinance is deemed to 
be immediately necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, health and safety 
and shall be given immediate effect.

AN ORDINANCE to regulate camp cars 
and automobile trailers, to provide for and 
regulate trailer camp grounds, to establish 
sanitary and health regulations, and 
provide a penalty for violation of the pro- 
visions hereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance certain words and phrases are de- 
fined as follows, and certain provisions 
shall be construed as herein set forth, un- 
less it shall be apparent from their con- 
text that they have a different meaning. 


“Camp Car and/or Trailer.” Is any unit 
used for living or sleeping purposes and 
which is equipped with wheels or similar 
devices used for the purpose of transport- 
ing said unit from place to place, whether 
by motive power or other means. 


Camp Ground. Is defined to be any 
place, area or tract of land upon which is 
located more than one camp car, and/or 
trailer used as living or sleeping quarters. 


Health Department. Is the Health De- 
partment or the Health Officer of the City 
of Lansing. . 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
health department to enforce all of the 
provisions of this ordinance and for the 
purpose of securing enforcement thereof, 
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the health officer, or any of his duly au- 
thorized representatives, shall have the 
right and are hereby empowered to enter 
upon the premises of any camp ground 
now operating or which may hereafter be 
operated within the City of Lansing to 
inspect the same and all accommodations 
connected therewith. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer house in the 
City of Lansing except within a qualified 
camp ground. Provide, however, that the 
same may be parked outside of a qualified 
camp ground for a period not to exceed 
forty-eight (48) hours continuous’ time, 
and provided, further, that any person de- 
siring to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer in the 
City of Lansing outside of a _ qualified 
camp ground for forty-eight (48) hours 
continuous time, shall first apply for and 
obtain from the Police Department a per- 
mit so to do, which application shall give 
the location at which such camp car or 
trailer is to be located, the state vehicle 
license number, if any, and _ general 
description of the camp car or trailer for 
which permission to locate is being applied. 
Upon. such information having been sup- 
plied to the Police Department said depart- 
ment shall grant a permit to locate such 
camp car or trailer in the place indicated 
in such application for a period of not 
longer than forty-eight (48) hours. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to place, 
stand, park or locate any camp car or 
trailer at a location other than that ap- 
proved by the Police Department for that 
purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property be- 
longing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, un- 
revoked and unexpired permit from the 
Police Department to maintain such camp 
car, or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating 
shall have first obtained a permit to oper- 
ate a qualified camp ground from the 
Health Department of the City of Lansing. 


Provided, however, that owners of 
trailers and the members of their house- 
hold may use and occupy not to exceed one 
trailer on premises whereon there is lo- 
cated a dwelling occupied by such family, 
and provided further, that commercial 
dealers in camp cars or trailers may store 
and display the same without a _ permit 
from the Police Department. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to operate or 
maintain, or to offer for public use, with- 
in the confines of the City of Lansing, as 
hereinafter set forth, any camp ground 
without first applving for and _ receiving 
from the Health Department a permit so 
to do, in the manner hereinafter provided, 
or without complying with regulations 
hereinafter set forth, and the laws of the 
State of Michigan. 


Each application for such permit shall 
be in writing, upon a form provided by 
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the Health Department for that purpose. 
It shall state the name and address of the 
applicant, and a description of the prop- 
erty, whereon or wherein, it is proposed 
to -conduct a camp-> ground. It shall 
also contain such other information as 
the Health Department may require and 
it shall be filed by the applicant. It shall 
be filed with the Health Department not 
less than two days, nor more than 380 
days before said camp ground is made 
ready for use, and it shall be accompanied 
by an inspection fee of $25.00, for which 
the Health Department shall issue a _ re- 


ceipt, the said fee to be refunded if no- 


permit is granted. 


MONEY TO CITY TREASURER 


Section 5. All monies received by the 
Health Department as inspection fees, 
under provisions of this ordinance, shall 
be paid into the city treasury and placed 
in the contingent fund. 


INVESTIGATION REQUIRED BEFORE 
ISSUING PERMIT 


Section 6. Upon the filing of such 
application accompanied by the inspection 
fee, it shall be the duty of the Health 
Department or any of its duly authorized 
representatives to investigate the premises 
and determine whether said proposed camp 
ground or the site selected therefor con- 
forms with the requirements of this ordi- 
nance, the rules and regulations of the 
Health Department and the laws of the 
State of Michigan, and no permit shall 
be issued unless such camp ground or the 
site selected therefor complies with such 
requirements and meets the approval of 
the Health Department. If satisfactory, 
the Health Department shall so certify to 
the City Council which, by resolution, 
shall direct the City Clerk to issue a per- 
mit. 


REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF 
PERMIT 


Section 7. Any permit granted  here- 
under shall be subject to revocation or 
suspension by the City Council in the fol- 
lowing manner, to-wit: A notice shall be 
served on the person holding said permit 
specifving wherein he has failed to comply 
with this ordinance, and requiring him to 
appear before the City Council at a day 
and hour therein specified not less than 
five days after the personal service of said 
notice on such permit holder, requiring 
him to show cause at said time and place 
why said permit should not be revoked or 
suspended. At the time and place men- 
tioned in said notice, the person holding 
said permit shall have the right to appear 
in person, or by counsel, and to introduce 
such evidence as he may desire, and the 
City Counci] shall confront said permit 
holder with any charges that said City 
Council may have against him, and after 
said hearing, the City Council may, at its 
discretion, revoke or ‘suspend the permit. 
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PERMIT MAY BE TRANSFERRED 


Section 8. Such permit shall be trans- 
ferable provide there have been no viola- 
lations of this ordinance upon the written 
application of the holder of the permit to 
the City Council and with. its consent en- 
dorsed thereon. A permit may be granted 
at any time during the year, and unless 
previously revoked shall expire one calen- 
dar year following the date of issue. 


PERMIT MUST BE POSTED IN 
CONSPICUOUS PLACE 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to establish, 
maintain, conduct or carry on any camp 
ground unless there shall be at all times 
posted in a conspicuous place at said 
camp ground the permit obtained from the 
City Council in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


SCOPE OF THE ORDINANCE 


Section 10. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall be applicable to every 
camp ground within the incorporated area 
of the City of Lansing, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion maintaining, operating, conducting or 
carrying on any such camp ground or for 
any person living or sleeping in qany camp 
car and/or trailer located in a camp 
ground or any other person, to violate, or 
contribute in any way to the violation, or 
any of the provisions of this ordinance. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF OWNER OR 
OPERATOR 


Section 11. Every person owning or 
operating a camp ground shall maintain 
such camp ground and any toilets, baths, 
or other permanent equipment in connec- 
tion therewith, in a clean and sanitary 
condition and shall maintain said equip- 
ment in a state of good repair. 


POWER OF CITY COUNCIL 


Section 12. The City Council is hereby 
empowered to formulate from time to time 
and to enforce any rules and regulations 
that said department may deem advisable 
governing the operation of camp grounds 
or camp cars and/or trailers bearing on 
any matters of sanitation or housing. 


RESTRICTION OF AREA FOR CAMP 
GROUND 


Section 18. No camp ground hereafter 
established shall be located within the fol- 
lowing areas of the City of Lansing: 


Fire limits, Districts number one and 
two. No permit shall be issued for a 
camp ground unless there is filed with the 
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application the written consent of at least 
65% of the property owners within a dis- 
tance of 800 feet from all boundaries of 
the block in which the camp ground is to 
be located. 


GROUND AREA AND ACCESSIBILITY 


Section 14. Every camp ground shall be 
bordered along boundary lines of adjoin- 
ing properties by closely grown hedge 
not less than three feet high or by 
fencing not less than six feet in height 
and which in either case shall be of such 
construction as will not permit the pass- 
age of persons and there shall be no gate 
opening upon any adjoining property with- 
out written permission of the owner of 
said property. Such fence or hedge along 
the borders shall be subject to approval of 
the building inspector. Only one camp 
car or trailer may be located on any unit 
which is defined as section of ground of 


not less than eight hundred square feet in. 


area. All units shall be rectangular in 
shape, grouped in blocks. Streets of not 
less than eighteen feet in width, giving 
easy access to all units, shall be pro- 
vided. No camp ear or trailer shall be 
located within five feet of a unit; nor shall 
they be allowed within twenty feet from 
property line. 


DRAINAGE OF PREMISES 


Section 15. Every camp ground here- 
after established shall be located on a well 
drained area and the premises of every 
such camp ground or any existing camp 
ground shall be properly graded so as to 
prevent the accumulation of storm or 
casual waters. 


WATER SUPPLY 


Section 16. An adequate supply of pure 
water for drinking and domestic purposes 
shall be supplied to meet the requirements 
of said camp grounds. Said water supply 
shall be obtained from faucets only, con- 
veniently located in said camp ground, and 
no dipping vessels or common cups shall} 
be permitted. 


REMOVAL OF WHEELS OR SIMILAR 
DEVICES 


Section 17. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation owning or 
operating a camp car and/or trailer lo- 
cated in a camp ground to remove or 
cause to have removed the wheels or any 
similar transporting device from _ said 
camp ear and/or trailer or to otherwise 
permanently fix it to the ground in a man- 
ner that would prevent the ready removal 
of said camp car and/or trailer. Any 
alteration to any camp car and/or trailer 
located outside of a camp ground shall be 
construed as removing it from the re- 
quirements of this ordinance and convert- 
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ing it into a dwelling and it shall there- 
upon be subject to the requirements of the 
building code of the City of Lansing and 
the State Housing Act of Michigan. 


DOGS NOT ALLOWED AT LARGE 


Section 18. Dogs and other animals 
shall not be permitted to run at large in 
any camp ground. 


TOILETS, ETC. 


Section 19. Each camp ground where 
private conveniences for each unit or site 
is not provided shall provide a_ service 
- building containing the following: 


(a) One toilet or stool for each sex for 
every eight units or major fraction there- 
of ; 


(b) Each toilet room provided for men 
shall have in addition one urinal stall; 


(c) Each toilet room shall be provided 
with at least one Javatory or wash basin; 


(d) One shower shall be provided for 
each sex for each eight units or major 
fraction thereof ; 


(e) Such service building shall not be 
located within twenty feet of any property 
line. It shall be well lighted at all times, 
day or night, well ventilated with screened 
openings, and constructed of such moisture 
proof material as shall permit rapid and 
satisfactory cleaning, scouring and wash- 
ing. The floors shall be of concrete or 
similar material, elevated not less than 
four inches above grade, and each room 
provided with floor drains. 


GARBAGE RECEPTACLES 


Section 20. There shall be provided in 
every camp ground for each trailer, one 
tight receptacle with close fitting metal 
cover for garbage, refuse, ashes and rub- 
bish, and such garbage receptacles shall 
at all times be maintained in a clean and 
sanitary condition. 


SLOP SINKS 


Section 21. There shall be provided in 
every camp ground one or more slop sinks 
properly connected with a sewer. 


REFUSE AND SEWERAGE DISPOSAL 


Section 22. It shall be unlawful to per- 
mit any waste or materia] from sinks, 
baths, showers or other plumbing fixtures 
in camp cars and/or trailers to be de- 
posited upon the surface of the ground, 
and the drainage therefrom must be dis-

posed of in a manner satisfactory to the 
health department. 


LIGHTING 


Section 28. Every camp ground hereto- 
fore or hereafter establish shall be pro- 
vided with means of lighting the same at 
night and all public water closets and bath 
units shall be provided with sufficient light- 
ing facilities which shall be kept lighted 
during the time from one-half hour after 
sunset until one-half hour before sunrise. 


EQUIPMENT 


Section 24. Any water faucets, toilets, 


garbage receptacles, or other equipment 
required by the provisions of this ordinance 
in camp grounds shall not be construed to 
mean water faucets, toilets, garbage re- 
ceptacles or other equipment now or here- 
after located:in or adjacent to camp 
grounds and which may already or here- 
after be required under provisions of other 
laws or ordinances. 


EACH VIOLATION SEPARATE 
OFFENSE 


Section 25. Every person, firm or cor- 
poration violating or contributing in any 
way to the violation of any provision of 
this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
separate offense for each day during which 
such violation continues and shall be pun- 
ishable therefor as herein provided. All 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 


Section 26. It shall be the duty of every 
person, firm or corporation owning, leas- 
ing, renting or operating a camp ground 
in the City of Lansing to comply with all 
of the provisions of this ordinance, and 
any such person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance or contributing in any way to the 
violation thereof shall be deemed guilty of 


_ @ misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 


of shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding three months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 


VALIDITY OF ORDINANCE 


Section 27. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this ordi 
nance is for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining portions of 
this ordinance. The City Council hereby 
declares that it would have passed this or- 
dinance and each section, subsection, sen- 
tence, clause and phrase thereof, irrespec- 
tive of the fact that any one or more sec- 
tions, subsections, sentences, clauses or 
phrases be declared unconstitutional.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen : 


We wish to take this opportunity of 
thanking you for the privilege you afford- 
ed us to attend the convention of the 
National Association of Assessing Officers 
in New York City October 20, 21, and 22. 


This convention was the best this asso- 
ciation has had to date with a membership 
of better than 1000 against one of thirty- 
two four years ago and with an attend- 
ance at the convention of approximately 
400 members. 


The talks at this convention were by 
some of the nation’s leaders in taxation. 
James C. Bonbright, Professor of Finance, 
Columbia University, talked on the use of 
Capitalized income as the Primary Basis: 
of Real Property assessments, Mr. John A. 
Zangerle immediate past president of the 
association and author of several books on 
the subject of taxation gave interesting 
comments on several subjects.

Gentlemen: 
Wish to call your attention to Section 


129 of City Charter and Article 16, Sec- 
tion 3 of the Constitution of the State of 


Michigan, which pertains to the salaries: 


of elective officers. 


Lansing City Assessors are elected for a 
three year term. Therefore, any increase 
in salary must be passed on by council at 
this meeting or previous to election which 
is held tomorrow. 


The salary of City Assessors is now 
$2600, which is considerable lower than 
any other elective officer with the excep- 
tion of Constable. 


The tax payers of the City of Lansing 
have entrusted the task of assessing prop- 
erty to your Board of Assessors, and we 
have changed, with your assistance, the 
manner of assessing from old _ obsolete 
guess work system to a modern system of 
assessing equal to any assessing system’ 
in any city in the United States of equal 
size. This system is equalizing all assess- 
ments in the city, which is a big benefit 
to tax payers as well as the City of Lan- 
sing. 


The dynties of the assessor are many and 
varied, for instance he must have knowl- 
edge— 


Ist. Michigan State Tax laws, to ad- 
minister the same pertaining to the duties 
of our office and to benefit the tax payers 
as well as the City of Lansing. 


2nd. Must have knowledge of Real 
Estate values, land and building, con- 
struction cost, and knowledge of construc- 
tion engineering. 


3rd. Must keep posted as to sales, leases 
and consider all the factors affecting the 
market value of property. 


4th. Must have knowledge of auditing 
in order to analyze the books and state- 
ment as they are presented to us on all 
business places for the assessing of per- 
sonal property. 


5th. Must have knowledge of account- 
ing as assessors in Lansing are required 
to make and complete the tax rolls. 


6th. Must have knowledge as investiga- 
tion, for purpose of discovery of hidden 
personal property, also exemptions of all 
kinds (Mothers pensions, old age assist- 
ance, Soldiers exemptions, Widows exemp- 
tions) for purpose of making recommenda- 
tion to Board of Review. 


With the knowledge as above stated, the 
assessors are in position to act as coun- 
selors between the tax payer and City of 
Lansing so as to arrive at a satisfactory 
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agreement for both real and personal prop- 
erty assessments. 


In other words, we feel the salary of 
your assessors should be $3,200 per year, 
which is an increase of about 18% over the 
last five year period. 


Other department heads have had from 
14% to 39% increase over the last five 
year period. Attached is list showing the 
increase. 


At $3200 per year is then way below any 
other elective officer with the exception of 
constable, and considerable lower than 
most appointive heads of department. 


We feel that the assessors office are re- 
sponsible to making a equitable assess- 
ment to all property owners, come in con- 
tact with more tax payers and have more 
ef tax payers’ problems to work out for 
them than any other department. 


And believe we should be compensated 
on the same basis as other department 
heads in our city. 


Therefore, we ask that your committee 
favorably consider our request for the 
$3200 salary.

REPORT OF CITY ATTORNEY ON 
THE GARBAGE INVESTIGATION 


To the Mayor and City Council: 


By resolution, the Council directed the 
City Attorney to make a report on the 
testimony given before the special com- 
imittee of the council investigating the 
City garbage department. The transcript 
of the proceedings totals 822 pages. It 
was necessary to make an abstract of the 
testimony and trace each thread of inquiry 
independently. Presumably the testimony 
will be filed with the City Clerk. Except 
at one session, I did not see and hear the 
witnesses. This makes difficult a proper 
evaluation of their credibility, since the 
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testimony of certain of them’ may be 


' eolored by the natural desire to retain 


their jobs, while the testimony of certain 
others may be somewhat distorted as a re- 
sult of the circumstances which led to 
their quitting or being discharged from 
the garbage department. These  consid- 
erations and the nature of the _ subject- 
matter itself make the writing of this re- 
port somewhat analogous to the fifth labor 
of Hercules. So many lines of inquiry 
were pursued simultaneously that the vari- 
ous counts of the indictment must. be 
separately examined. ; 


Use of Bad Language Toward Employees 


It appears that MHerbert Richardson, 
foreman, has at times cursed various em- 
ployees, and used offensive epithets. There 
is evidence that Mr. Hoien was at fault 
in this respect on at least one occasion. 
It goes without saying that employees of 
the City of Lansing should not be sub- 
jected to such indignities. Mr. Richard- 
son’s explanation that he is not teaching 
a Sunday School, while obvious and banal, 
is searcely adequate. The garbage com- 
mittee might well direct a discontinuance 
of this practice under penalty of a recom- 
mendation that the offender be dis- 
charged. 


Destruction and Sale of Garbage Cans 


At some indefinite time in the past, old 
garbage cans were sold for use as ash cans 
at ten cents apiece. This was. discon- 
tinued when it was found that some people 
would substitute the old cans so _ pur- 
chased for the good cans delivered at their 
homes for garbage purposes. Thereafter, 
old cans were smashed up and taken to 
the city dumps. Apparently, after a time, 
such cans develop leaks and pin holes from 
the action of acids, which lead to com- 
plaints from householders, especially when 
the can is placed on a back porch. One 
witness complained of the breaking up of 
cans that still had a lot of use in them. 
Opinions ag_to usability can reasonably 
differ. This is a matter of judgment rest- 
ing in the discretion of the superintendent 
and the garbage committee of the council. 


Free Cans to Aldermen and Garbage De- 
partment Employees 


discharged employee stated that some 
cans were being placed out free to certain 
aldermen whom he could not name. This 
charge was denied by Mr. Hoien. The wit- 
ness did not state the source of his infor- 
mation and it is not easily apparent how 
he could know this. The record does not 
support his claim. Determination of the 
fact would require the checking of almost 
14,000 duplicate receipts issued for gar- 
bage cans this year. 


During the past year, employees of the 
department were furnished garbage cans 
free of charge. This had the sanction of 
the garbage committee. 
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Work Done on Private Cars 


The evidence conclusively established the. 


fact that employees of the garbage depart- 
ment, during working hours, have washed 
and made minor repairs, on different occa- 
sions, to private cars belonging to Hoien, 
Richardson, and Alderman Toy. In addi- 
tion, one witness mentioned a_ general 
overhauling of Hoien’s car, and Hoien ad- 
mitted having rings and pistons installed. 
Other witnesses spoke of adding lubricat- 
ing oil. The practice seems to have been 
a common one. It presents a matter of 
policy for the determination of the gar- 
bage committee and the council. No one 
in the city is now entitled to this service. 


The annual budgets for the past several 
years show that in the fiscal year 1933-34, 
the superintendent of the garbage depart- 
ment received a salary of $1,700.00 with 
no car allowance. In 1984-35, his salary 
was $2,000.00, which included a car allow- 
ance of unspecified amount. In addition, 
the city bought him a car. In 1985-36, 
the salary, with car allowance, was 
$2,000.00. In 1986-87 the salary was 


$2,200.00, which included car allowance. 


In 1937-88, for the first time, a definite 
amount was specified for car allowance. 
This is $100.00, besides salary of $2,500.00. 
Car allowance in this instance merely 
means that the superintendent is allowed 
an additional sum over what his salary 
would be otherwise, to compensate him for 
the use of his privately-owned car on city 
business. The car owner is supposed to 
pay for having his car repaired and filled 
with gas and oil as does any private citi- 
zen. Of course, the city council could 
properly permit the making of repairs on 
Hoien’s car as a part of his compensation, 
but it has not done so. There is nothing 
in this record to show that either the 
council gr the garbage committee author- 
ized it or even knew of the practice. None 
of the members of the garbage committee 
were questioned by the special committee. 
Lacking such authority, he is no more en- 
titled to such services than any other citi- 
zen. 


Taking Gasoline From City Trucks 


It has been the custom to siphon gaso- 
line from the gas-tanks of city trucks for 
cleaning purposes, such as washing parts. 
There is testimony that some of this gas 
was placed in Richardson’s and MHoien’s 
private cars. If this is the fact, it was 
without right and constituted embezzle- 
ment of city property. The council could 
provide that these men be furnished gaso- 
line if it saw fit, but it has not done so. 
Lacking such provision, Hoien and Rich- 
ardson are no more entitled to free gas 
than any other citizen of the community. 
The charge is directly made by several 
employees who claimed that they put city 
gas in Richardson’s and Hoien’s cars at 
Richardson’s orders. This would make 
them accomplices and weaken the proba- 
tive value of their testimony. Each in- 
stance of this nature apparently depends 
upon the uncorroborated testimony of the 
one man who claims to have made the

particular transfer and was therefore him- 
self guilty of law vielation. One such wit- 
ness had been discharged from the depart- 
ment and another had quit after an argu- 
ment over a rent bill. In no instance was 
the time of the alleged violation set forth 
with the particularity required in a crimi- 
nal prosecution, and I have in mind the 
lenient provisions of the statute concern- 
ing proof of embezzlement. The available 
evidence would not justify criminal prose- 
cution, in my opinion, but would justify 
measures to make any such diversion diffi- 
cult in the future. The garbage commit- 
tee should be able to prevent any future 
violations of this nature. 


Giving Away and Sale of City Garbage 


For a time, at least, garbage was de- 
livered free to some farmers while others 
paid for it. A number of witnesses testi- 
fied to hauling such loads, but the time is 
not definitely established. The investigat- 
ing committee was not professionally dili- 
gent in fixing the dates of the various 
affairs under examination. From and after 
July 1, 1934, the City was under contract 
to deliver all of its garbage to Community 
Cooperative Industries, Inc., at its piggery 
near Williamston. Until this contract 
went into operation, sometime subsequent 
to the termination of relations with the 
Portland Piggery, it was, of course, neces- 
sary to find outlets for garbage. Some 
of it was buried in the city dump; some of 
it was sold to various farmers, and some 
of it was given away. If revenue could 
be derived, it was entirely proper to make 
a charge. No claim is made that any of 
this income failed to reach the city treas- 
ury, and the city comptroller has a record 
of these sales which has not been disputed. 
The last sale was on June 19, 1984. In 
view of the fact that the city has given 
away its garbage since July 1, 1984, no 
serious objection can be made to giving 
it away prior thereto. There was testi- 
mony which shows, I think, that not all 
the city garbage went to Williamston after 
the present contract was made, although 
the contract required it. Some went to 
individual farmers and for some weeks in 
the summer of 1935, frequent loads of 
garbage went to the Portland Piggery, 
operated by Plant and Van Buren. There 
is nothing to indicate that any one con- 
nected with the city profited out of this 
irregularity. 


Payment for Pigs Sold 


Mention was made of the fact that 
while the city was interested in the Port- 
land Piggery, certain hogs were sold and 
the checks given in payment were made 
out to the order of Ernest Sawyer. In ex- 
planation, Hoien stated that certain pigs 
were sold to the city welfare department. 
To escape the imposition of a federal tax, 
the checks were made out to Sawyer, who 
endorsed them and they were turned over 
to the comptroller. The subterfuge mani- 
fests a low type of business morality, but 
nothing indicates that the city did not get 
all of its money. 
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Recommendations 


The council resolution directed me _ to 
make a report without specifying its 
nature. The foregoing represents my con- 
clusions of fact. In my opinion, no crimi- 
I am 
within the intent of the resolution in mak- 
ing recommendations, I would suggest the 
following to the garbage committee, under 
which this department was placed by coun- 
eil resolution in 1933: 


1. Forbid the use of insulting and offen- 
sive language by superiors to the person- 
nel of the department, under penalty of 
dismissal. 


2. Forbid the destruction of old gar- 
bage cans without inspection by the gar- 
bage committee. 


3. Discontinue the practice of free gar- 
bage cans to employees of. this department. 


4. Forbid the washing and repair of 
privately-owned cars, including the super- 
intendent’s, by employees of the garbage 
department. 


5. Require that gasoline needed for wash- 
ing parts be drawn from the city pumps 
and charged to such service. This would 
eliminate the need to siphon gas from 
Better still, require the use of 
non-inflammable solvent which can be ob- 
tained, and thereby obviate the possibility 
of an explosion and consequent personal 
injuries and liability on the part of the 
city. 


6. Check carefully the consumption of 
gasoline by service-trucks. A record is 
now made and filed daily with the city 
comptroller of the amount of gasoline 
issued to each truck and motor vehicle 
belonging to the city. Careful and fre 
quent comparison of this record with the 
mileage readings on individual trucks of 
the garbage department should minimize 
the chances of any unauthorized taking of 


| gasoline. 


Concluding, I would say that the in- 
vestigation came about because a_  dis- 
charged employee complained to an alder- 
man who is not a member of the garbage 
committee. Discipline in a department is 
hard to maintain under such  circum- 
stances. The hiring and discharge of em- 
ployees of this department should be left 
exclusively with the superintendent and 
committee. Concerning 
irregularities and improper practices ob- 
taining in the department, on the other 
hand, any employee should feel free to 
complain to the Mayor or to any of the 
aldermen. ,

Acting under the direction of the Coun- 
cil Resolution of August 2, 1937, in regard 
to the trimming and removal or  trans- 
planting of shrubs along dangerous street 
intersections, the Park Board is making 
the following report: 


A careful check was .made of all inter- 
sections reported as dangerous by the Traf- 
fic Department. 


Property owners were consulted in every 
case where drastic trimming or removals 
were necessary and in nearly every case 
were agreeable to allow the work to be 
done in the interest of better traffic con- 
ditions. Especial mention should be given 
in the cases of John Angal, 1707 High 
Street; Gray Bernard Sr., at 309 West 
Main Street; Harold Reniger, 912 South 
Holmes Street, and Clarence Roe at 619 
Townsend Street. 


While the work is permanent where re- 
movals were made or where low shrubs 
were substituted, there were a great many 
corners given a heavy pruning which will 
call for additional maintenance and we be- 
lieve that still further improvement may 
be made if funds can be set up in the next 
budget for this use and a definite mainte- 
nance program. 


We have in mind the fact that the peo- 
ple who are interested enough in their 
property and in the city to landscape and 
improye their properties should be given 
every help and consideration in altering 
or correcting those spots where such plant- 
ings have grown to such proportions as to 
become a traffic hazard. 


We can see the beneficial results of the 
council’s program to eliminate traffic haz- 
ards and we find a genuine interest in the 
property owner to co-operate in a city- 
wide program for the protection of the 
automobile driver and the pedestrian.
